hen you read this, the Metro- 

politan Opera Company will 
have finished the most extensive 
tour in thirty-six years. It will have 
visited twelve of our major cities, 
playing to the largest audiences in 
its history. These audiences and 
the enormous New York audiences 
absorb the performances with 
eagerness and attention. But I have 
observed that these audiences do 
not make any sharp distinctions: 
their behavior is pleasant and polite 
both when the performances are 
good and when not so good.

Lack of space for your automobile at rest in the down- 
town business district of your city is a municipal 
menace and a bar to better living. Insist on more 


parking facilities! This article tells how to do it 
BY DOROTHY DUCAS 


he traffic jam is here! Drive your car downtown and circle block after block, 

looking for a place to park. Look out of your apartment window at a solid 

line of parked cars, like a metal wall against the curb. You are witnessing 
the beginning of the worst urban traffic jam in the history of American cities. 

The roar of trucks, the tooting of horns, the noxious fumes of motor exhaust, the 
ugly little parking lots with cars jammed in bumper to bumper, the slow pace of 
moving traflic through crowded streets—all these are visible signs of the penalty we 
are paying for not having solved our traffic problems in the majority of cities 
throughout the country. New roads won't do it. Nor tunnels and bridges. All are 
designed to bring people into our cities. What then? Obviously, the greatest need 
is parking facilities when they get there. 

Forgive us if we indulge briefly in an “I told you so!” About a year ago, 
House BreauTiruL predicted the trouble we’re seeing under the title, “Will Your 
Parking Be as Up-to-Date as Your Car?” We pointed out that even if postwar 
automobiles and roads were absolute marvels, they would be unusable by many for 
ordinary living, unless convenient and inexpensive city parking were provided. 
We urged community planning while there was still time—before all of the 
24,000,000 passenger cars capable of running at the war’s end took to the road. 
There wasn’t enough time. Now look at the business centers of our cities, which 
are part of our homes because we live in them as well as within our four walls. 

Was this what we envisioned as better living in the postwar world? Ten months 
after V-J Day scarcely anybody living in or near cities has to be told of the incon- 
venience, irritation, and downright hazard of double-parked cars, overcrowded, 
ugly parking lots, slowed-up traffic burdened with would-be parkers. But what are 
we doing, now that peace is here, to provide parking facilities in the places where 
they are most needed by business men, shoppers, and private citizens seeking to 


go about their affairs with a minimum of inconvenience (Continued on page 116)

These imposing and stately blooms form a fit- 
ting climax to a parade of colorful spring flowers, 
and serve to fill in the gap between the blooming 
season of the major early spring flowers, such as 
daffodils and tulips, and the early summer flow- 
ering roses and delphiniums.

While the hybridizers eulogize these new iris 
varieties for their superb form and sturdiness, 
the amateur gardener has taken them to his heart 
for their rainbow colors, which range all the way 
from the deepest of purples and maroons to coo! 
blues, delicate pinks, and clear glistening whites. 
They include bi-colors as well, with yellow or 
white standards contrasting with red or purple 
falls. They combine ideally with other plants, and 
their sword-like foliage, remaining green through- 
out the summer, makes an excellent foil for other 
flowers, even when the iris bloom is gone. 

Generally speaking, those in clear light colors, 
such as light blues, pale yellows, whites, and 
pinks, give the most harmonious garden effect, 
while richly toned purples and maroons give a 
compelling accent note. The blends, which are a 
suffusion of many colors, are fascinating when 
viewed at close range. The strong bi-colors, such 
as amoenas, neglectas, and variegatas, show to 
best advantage when they are placed near green 
shrubbery as a background. 

For a background, beauty bush (Kolkwitzia 
amabilis), flowering at the same time as the tall 
bearded iris, is excellent, and Spiraea Van Houttei 
can be used with the earlier flowering varieties. 
In the border, single peonies, which are somewhat 
earlier than the double type, are admirable com- 
panion plants, as many of them bloom concur- 
rently with the iris. Aquilegia, or columbine, is 
also a dainty accent. Pansies and violas are ideal 
as low-growing plants in front of iris. 

Iris fanciers, of course, prefer to plant them in 
beds by themselves in order to give their pets the

Wouldn’t you like a sure-fire method of color-matching to take 
the “swatch-shopping” out of your life when you buy home fur- 
nishings? A group of manufacturers of everything from rugs to 
lamp shades are now about to color their products from a basic 
chart of nine colors. Whether you buy a rug or a yard of fringe 


you'll get the exact color you want by asking for it by name 


p to date one of the major bugaboos in assembling home furnishings has 
been the search for the matching color, the gruelling hunt for the* drapery 
to match the rug, or the lampshade to go with the slipcover. You who have 
experienced it know all about the disappointing blue that turns out to be a little 


too green, or the deceptive pink that’s a little too blue when you get it home under 


your own light. This has happened in the past because manufacturers of rugs, 


fabrics, wallpapers, and so on have not agreed on their dyes and colors. 

But now the Institute of Carpet Manufacturers of America has hit upon a method 
to take the guesswork out of your color shopping, not only for carpets but for all 
home furnishings. Under their Basic Home Furnishings Color Co-ordination Plan, 
a group of more than 270 manufacturers of rugs, fabrics, upholstery leather, uphol- 
stered furniture, hard surface floor coverings, paint, wallpaper, trimmings, bed- 
spreads, lamps, lampshades, and other furnishings have agreed to share a standard 
color palette in the dyeing and coloring of their goods. They will all call these 
colors by the same names, clearly labeling the names on their merchandise. From 
your standpoint this means that once you know the name of the color you are look- 
ing for, you can be sure of getting that color without a shadow of doubt, because 
that name will appear on all articles in which the color is used. 

There are nine Basic Home Furnishings colors, which will be called B.H.F. colors. 
ach has a range of eight color values from light to dark. Named for regions of 
this country, they are Alamo tan, Grand Canyon rose, Adirondack burgundy. 
Prairie mauve, Shenandoah green, Cape Cod beige, Great Lakes blue, Santa Fe 


cedar, and Great Smoky gray. On the next three pages, see how this system works. 








ere is a bedroom color-schemed around a sculptured carpet in Great Lakes 

blue. The rug, when you bought it, would bear a label, “B.H.F. Great Lakes 
Group,” so you would know the color to ask for when you shopped for such 
matching or harmonizing fabrics as the solid-colored bench upholstery and the 
hydrangea-patterned print for the bedspreads. Merchandise in a solid-color 
blue or in two or more values of the same hue would be labeled “B.H.F. Great 
Lakes Group.”

What’s chewing at your garden plants? Wheth- 
er it flies or crawls or attacks secretly from 
within, this chart names a sure killer for it—or 


a sound preventive with which to control it 


BY DAVID PLATT 


nsects likely to haunt your garden come under four 

classifications: the soft-bodied sucking types; the char- 

acters that chew your plants to death; those which bore 
them to death; and the triple-threaters that bruise, chew. 
and suck their way through to victory over your plant life 
and you. Unappetizing as they sound, these pests are not 
so difficult to control because you can see them. Hardest to 
control are the microscopic germs of diseases, like viruses 
and system rot, which you don’t know are attacking your 
plants until the plants begin to wilt. 

The table at right shows you a spray or a dust with 
which to combat each enemy: a specific control agent which, 
sprayed on the bug or disease, will do away with it; or a 
preventive with which to treat plants in order to discourage 
the bad customers from moving in on you. ; 

Basically, all good sprays are about the same in formula. 
It’s the rate of dilution of each spray and its analysis that 
count most. 

A gallon of spray selling for $3 at a maximum dilution 
of 1-15 (one gallon making 15 gallons of finished spray ) 


is almost 3 times as expensive as a spray costing $15 per 


gallon with a dilution rate of 1-200 (one gallon making 200 
gallons of finished spray). So eae this factor before you 
buy. And buy only sprays which show actual percentages on 
the containers. A minimum basic analysis for a good dust 


spray is: rotenone, 1% or more: pyrethrum, .05% or 
more; DDT 5°; balance, oil or spreader, 
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ROTENONE 


e@ A non-poisonous, deadly contact 
insecticide, slow-acting. Effect lasts 


one week or more.

The vines will twine and thrive, and the fruit will ripen 
quickly and evenly in full sunlight without the danger of 
rotting in too-wet weather.

Wes. an idea for making cucumbers really enticing! 
This zig-zag fence would be ideal for the middle of a 
bed of low salad greens, root crops, or even in your cutting 
garden. Wooden posts are 4 x 4 lumber, set 2 feet in the 
ground. Attached to them is a strip of wood lath with wire 
mesh or heavy metal lath. Mesh is 2 feet high at one end, 
1 inches at the other. Good spacing for the posts is 6 feet 
apart. Try painting the posts bright red and the wire mesh 
dead white. Then add a row of red peppers in front. It will 
take your vegetables right out of the back-yard category. 





ave you ever secretly envied these lucky characters who 

own “escape houses” in secluded spots where they can go 

to get away from it all—‘“all” meaning telephones, door- 
bells, the neighbors’ radios, streetcars, busses, and the general 
galloping-toward-a-nervous-breakdown pace of city living? 

Well, there are millions of acres of land of the genuine rugged 
back-to-nature kind all over these United States, where for $5 
to $35 a year you can lease from the Government, for an in- 
definite term, your own private little kingdom of one to five acres. 
On this you can build a vacation house costing as little as, say, 
$125, providing it isn’t a monstrosity and is put together so it 
won't pull apart at the seams come a good wind, rain, or snow. 

We say “rugged” back-to-nature land advisedly. For these 
aren’t choice permanent home sites. If they were they wouldn’t be 
practically free to you. They are lands which, for one reasen or 
another, are not usable for commercial purposes, farming, large 
vacation resorts or even year-round living because they are not 
near enough to population centers for commuting. 

You won't have city plumbing on such land because there are 
no city plumbing facilities. You'll tote in your own groceries in 
some cases, because the location may be far from food-buying 
sources. On some of the desert sites, you'll even tote your own 
water, where there’s not enough under your piece of ground for 
a well. In a few places still available you'll have electricity. In 
most places youll go back to your Grandma’s oil lamps or can- 
dles. And you’re quite likely to be cooking with kerosene or a 


tank of rock gas. 


But—it will be your own little bit of God’s earth, as quiet and 
peaceful as an angel’s dream and about as far removed from city 
living as you could get without leasing an island. 

All of this is possible because these lands are government- 
owned (which means you own them, too), and the lease money 
asked is merely to help defray the cost of making the land habit- 
able and safe—the putting in of dams, access roads, water-sheds, 
installations to prevent pollution of drinking water, and similar 


improvements. 


There are two classifications of these areas available (1) public 
lands and (2) national forests. Naturally, the very best sites have 
been pre-empted for some time, for national forest lands have 
been available for lease since 1915; public lands since 1938. But 


there are still plenty to choose among. 


Public lands, under the Department of Interior, are mostly in 
northwest and western states: Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Nevada, Utah, Colorado, California, Arizona, 
and New Mexico. But in them you'll find hunting country, fishing 
country, just plain country, green woods, and peaceful deserts. 
Available tracts range from one to five acres in size. For this little 
estate of yours, you will have to pay the staggering sum of $5 
per year, except the first year when you'll have to put up another 
$5 for registration. What you build on this land is up to you— 
and the Register of the U.S. Land Office for the district. His job 
is to check your building plans, make sure you’re a dependable

he secret of a successful vacation house is a 

well-organized interior. Like a cabin cruiser, 

every inch of space should do duty. You want 
minimum space to take care of, unless youd rather 
do house work than work on your sun tan or back 
stroke. Yet this minimum space must provide com- 
fortable quarters and serviceable equipment for the 
family and maybe an onslaught of visitors. 

This small house built on a small island, about five 
miles off the coast of Maine, is a good summer house. 
It does a good job of taking care of its occupants 
instead of making them take care of it. One general 
room,.251%4 feet long, 16 feet wide, takes up most of 
the house front overlooking the sea. Elastic in use, 
it is large enough for everybody to get together com- 
fortably around the fireplace in the evenings, large 
enough for individual corners, too, to keep people out 
of each other’s hair on rainy days. It could also be 
readily separated into private sleeping quarters at 
night to take care of the overflow from the two 7-foot 
by 91%-foot double bunk bedrooms. 
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Architect Burton Ashford Bugbee designed 
this summer house built in 1941. Of wood 
frame construction, inside and outside walls 
are native pine boards; bedroom walls are 
plywood; kitchen and washroom walls are 
asbestos board. Insulating board ceilings. 
asphalt roofing on shed roof. Sliding wood 


windows, and fixed window. Concrete floor. 





One corner of the room (the window corner) with 
built-in benches, makes a handy-to-set-up dining spot 
for lone breakfasters or family dinners. (Outside, 
the dining porch has a serving hatch from the kitchen. ) 
For a party, or extra guests, dining space simply 
spreads out more in the big room. The only furniture 
not built into the house is the dining table and its 
chairs. The built-ins—bunks, chests, china shelves, 
bookshelves, benches, kitchen cupboards, storage 





closets for clothes, linens, blankets—are the key to the 
smooth, easy running of the house. They reduce clut- 
ter, save cleaning up duties, and clear space for holi- 
day living. 

The simple structure of the house, its economical 
rectangular shape, plain roof and walls, few interior 
partitions, lack of hardware or fixtures, make it an 
inexpensive house to build normally. Built when de- 
fense construction had priority on materials, it offers 
suggestions on cutting corners if building materials 
are still scarce next year when vacation houses may 
again be put up. Its space-saving is basic any time, 
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I too many of us think a garden pool must be an 


elaborate affair, costly to build and requiring a 
formal setting. The small, informal one shown above 
disproves this notion. It’s a pool that can be tucked 
away in a shady corner of your garden, and can be 
varied in size and shape to suit the setting. The plant- 
ing at the edge should be of moisture-loving plants 
such as swamp azaleas, marsh marigolds, eupatorium, 
Siberian iris, myosotis, mint, saxifrage, and, of course, 


if it’s possible, you will want the grace of willow trees. 


f°" a more formal setting, this geometric-shaped 


pool has fine architectural quality. Built into it 


water lilies. Tropical water lilies 


should be treated as annuals in the North, planted 
out when water temperature is 70°. They like rich 
soil, with 4 pound of bone meal for each bushel of 
earth.

in L9YOO 


n this page you see the former kitchen in 

the home of B. Harold Shaw, in Needham, 

Massachusetts—obviously a kitchen woe- 
fully inadequate by today’s standards. Tongue-and- 
groove dado, golden oak cabinets and trim, and 
exposed plumbing made it a dreary place to work 
in. Moreover, kitchen chores required far more 
effort than necessary, because of out-of-date equip- 
ment. Space was wasted under much of it, cabinets 
were too high to reach, inconveniently designed. 
Storage space was insufhcient, lighting inadequate. 

When the kitchen planning staff of Jordan 
Marsh Company took over (see the “after” pic- 
tures on opposite page), they discarded every- 
thing except a well-functioning refrigerator and 
linoleum. They left windows and doors as they 
were, moved the radiator to an outside wall. 

The owner, bent on doing everything possible 
to minimize kitchen labors, wanted the most up- 
to-date appliances available. Therefore, more than 
half of the remodeling money (nearly 60%) 
went into a new sink with much-needed cabinets 
underneath, an electric washing machine to sub- 
stitute for the old laundry tubs, an up-to-date 


range, and efficient cabinet units. The balance of 





the money covered replacing the old tongue-and-

Here’s one with an interior which is open and flexible, is widened by 


big windows, has needed privacy without being chopped up into mean cu- — 


bicles. It also has privacy outdoors and lots of room for outdoor living | 


hat matters most in any small 

house is whether it gives you 
comfortable or cramped living. 

That’s why the house Mr. Carl Reisen 
designed for his parents in Tucson, Ari- 
zona, is worth particular study. Built in 
one story, brick walled, compactly rectan- 
gular, it is only 46 feet long, 31 feet wide, 
plus an 18 by 13-foot wing. But it has the 
roomy virtues and values of a large house. 
To accomplish this, the designer did not 
produce an undersized copy of a big house, 
nor try to cram a large number of custom- 
ary rooms into a small mold. He started 
from scratch and laid out the rooms in 
terms of their particular needs and pur- 
poses and their relation to each other and 
the outdoors. He put the bedrooms at the 
back of the house for quiet and built a 
row of closets between them and_ the 


general living quarters to insure it. He put

the study at the front for two reasons: 
1. The owner was a college dean and — 
student visitors at the front entrance were _ 
frequent. (Front entrance to the house on . 
facing page, shows open end of car port 
with dramatic use of wood studding.) 
2. The study doubles as guest quarters 
(there’s a lavatory handy to it and to the 
kitchen), and privacy was desirable. 

The whole center of the house was made 
into one general room instead of being 
split into small rooms by space-consuming 
walls. This space takes up more than a 
third of the house floor area. It’s the large 
scale and sweep of this general room, 
the keynote of the house, which gives you 
the feeling of a far larger home. Used 
flexibly as living and dining quarters, it 
gets good light and air circulation through 
the north, east, and south windows.

Since their cost usually represents great effort and 

thrift by homeowners, special study and care are 
needed in their planning. That’s the only way to get the best 
possible value and full dollar’s worth. This small home is 
a good one to study for value in making the most of space. 
Every nook and cranny inside it has been turned to good 
account with useful, attractive features. Mrs. Michael 
Blake, the owner, designed it herself, did the plans, got 
estimates, and engaged contractors. She believes that if 
house plans are gone over with a fine tooth comb, it is 
easy to squeeze in such details as the extra hall cupboards, 
chimney closets, built-in beds, wall cabinets, extra lavatory, 
extra storage, which she put into her house.

n invitation to a picnic is not greeted with the 
same contagious gusto by everyone. For there are 
two schools of thought on the subject of summer- 


time eating—those for and those against eating in the. 


open air. Just give the pro-picnic eater a bag of charcoal 
and something to cook with it, and that happy light in 
his eyes sparkles indefinitely. But you need only breathe 
the word “picnic” or “barbecue” to the anti-outdoor type 
and his mouth sets in a grim line, engraved no doubt by 
past encounters with charred steaks, ants, and over-active 
mosquitoes. 

Since the summer is long, you can, of course, play host 
to both factions at different times, entertaining each in 
his favorite style. But if you must entertain the two 
schools of thought simultaneously, compromise with a 
porch supper. Then your barbecue devotees won’t feel too 
hemmed in by thick walls and a dining room set-up, and 
your picnic antagonists can relax in the protected comfort 
of a screened porch. 

A porch supper is really just a picnic under cover. So 
the service is almost as simple for the hostess as eating 
outdoors. Arrange your food on a long table and then let 
everyone fend for himself. Since most porches aren’t 
equipped with the array of tables a living room offers, 
be sure there are substantial trays for all comers. For 
juggling plates, silver, and drinks filled with ice can be 
almost as disastrous as one-hand acrobatics with a steam- 
ing cup of tea. Moreover, with everything tucked safely 
on a tray, your sylvan-minded guests can take themselves 
and their supper into the garden if they feel a need for 


more breathing space than the porch allows them.

No matter how high the temperature soars, reserve a 
spot for something hot in your porch supper menu. But 
since most porches don’t adjoin the kitchen, serving hot 
foods hot may present a problem. Chowder in a covered 
tureen, which your guests can take or leave is a happy 
solution. Right at the beginning, after a cooling wine 
refresher, it won’t raise individual temperatures. A fresh 
corn chowder would be especially welcome because no 
midsummer menu seems complete without corn, and it’s 
a lot easier to handle in the cup than on the cob. Corn 
chowder can be made in a generous half hour.

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all this very quietly. Occasionally, 
he would open his mouth with an 
attempt to sing. It was perfectly 
hopeless, and his lips would close 
again almost as quickly as they 
had separated. At length, he ad- 
vanced a few steps, and performed 
a curious specimen of pantomime, 
supposed to be expressive of his 
desire to speak. As you and myself 
both know, the public is at all 
times a curious animal. Its curi- 
osity at present, therefore, restored 
order. But this order menaced Mr. 
Fry’s programme of proceedings. 
. .. He and his friends behind the 
scenes trembled, lest by these 
means their own tactical arrange- 
ments might be turned by the 
astute enemy against themselves.” 
So Mr. Fry has the curtain 
dropped, rushes to the footlights. 
“But what was his astonishment 
to find that the flattering recep- 
tion indicated in his programme 
was by no means accorded him! 
There must have been some un- 
accountable error committed by 
those to whom his arrangements 
had been entrusted. He gazed 
wildly around the house, but hisses, 
catcalls, and objurgations couched 
in the most derogatory terms were 
all that could be afforded him. In 
his horror, he would not even have 
endured it as long as Benedetti 
had done, but for the suggestions 


of some of the members of his | 


orchestra. These, with a keen relish 


for his most unmistakable nervous- 


ness, encouraged him not to leave 
the battleground. At length, agi- 
tated and trembling, he was 
permitted to stammer out his 
speech, hissed by the friends of 
the tenor, applauded by his own, 
and laughed at by the public, after 
which the performance was allowed 
to go on.” 


O NOT take all this too seriously. 

Those were naive days, and I am 
not advocating either feuds in the 
opera house or the interpolations 
of Yankee Doodle in Norma. We 
have learned much about opera 
and music since those days. We 
no longer think of opera as just 
a vehicle for a singing star. We 
have a much truer understanding 
of opera as music. But though we 
are more cultivated today—or just 
because we are—we should per- 
haps recapture some of the early 
naiveté. We should express  our- 
selves in the theater in a forthright, 
direct and simple way. We should 
loudly disapprove as well as ap- 
prove. Only when audiences thus 
take a real part in the perform- 
ance, only when they show their 
feelings for and against, does the 
theater become truly alive.

WINTER CROPS 


By Charles H. Nissley 


ow is the time to get busy plant: 
Ne vegetables for winter storage, 
and to set out a considerable num- 
ber of hardy fall crops. Particularly 
important to get into the ground by 
July 10th are the root crops such 
as beets, carrots, turnips, parsnips, 
and rutabagas. Cabbage, broccoli, 
kale, fall lettuce, spinach and other 
less perishable greens and salad 
crops may also be planted during 
the first ten days of July. 

Choose the right varieties, and 
you can have squash and pumpkin 
to store for eating all winter long. 
Winter squash should be planted 
during the early days of July, and 
the Boston Marrow and Hubbard 
are the most popular varieties for 
successful storing. 

These are planted in hills eight 
feet apart, allowing only two or 
three plants per hill. The seed may 
also be planted in sweet corn rows 
in soils which are not subject to 
excessive drying. 

The small sugar and cheese varie- 
ties of pumpkins are good winter- 
storage vegetables. They should go 
into the ground before July 10th if 
you want a good yield before frost. 

When follow an 
early, heavily fertilized crop, there 
should be a sufficient supply of 
nutrients already in the soil. But

allel curb parking for angle park- 
ing, limited to one hour, which it 
could do once there was some place 
for excess cars to go. You can see 
in the picture on page 42 what a 
difference this has made at its 
busiest intersection, where 29,000 
vehicles and 80,000 pedestrians 
“were counted in twelve hours on a 
, Saturday. 
The city acquired eleven square 
‘blocks, no one of which is complete- 
ly devoted to parking. The ends of 
the lots have been left for business 
.uses. Three of them are finished 
except for landscaping, three in 
temporary use. All will be hard- 
surfaced, surrounded by native 
stone walls, with excellent lighting. 
Each parking space is outlined with 
neat button-shaped markers. 


UT people can’t drive in and 

park there all day. Remember, 
these are shoppers’ lots. The time 
limit is three hours, between 8 A. M. 
and 5 p.m. It was two hours at first, 
but this was deemed too short a 
time. City police make regular in- 
spections to see that no one outstays 
his time The average stay in the 
lots is less than three hours, how- 
ever. Fines ranging from $2 to $5 
for overtime parking, $25 for 
smashing other cars, are imposed. 
Shoppers can move from one lot 
to another, however, if they are 
“making a day of it.” 

Business people of the district 
—all-day parkers—must use side 
streets or commercial lots and ga- 
rages. City police have to keep care- 
ful track of all-day parkers. Human 
nature being what it is, they have 
tried to sneak into the new lots, 
of course. 

Kalamazoo, Michigan, also has a 
“benefit district” plan, although 
there all costs are being borne by 
benefited property owners. 

Baltimore, Maryland, will start 
this year on a $3,000,000 moderni- 
zation of its old Lexington Market, 
which will have space for 800 cars 
at one time on the roof and on 
ground areas, to be financed by 
revenue bonds and income from 
concessions and reasonable park- 
ing fees. 

The voters of Detroit, Michigan, 
last fall approved a measure ena- 
bling the city to issue bonds for 
the construction of an underground 
parking garage for 1,000 cars be- 
neath Washington Boulevard. 

In some places, it is true, down- 
town merchants did a good job 
without city aid. Oakland, Cali- 
fornia, for 17 years has had five 
parking lots under lease to a group 
of merchants, and now has six, 
where 1,000,000 cars were parked

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ContTINUED From PRECEDING PAGE 
in 1945, at a cost to the merchants 
of four cents a car. Free parking 
is offered to those who have their 
tickets validated at one of the mem- 
ber stores. The shoppers can stay 
one. one and a half, or two hours, 
depending upon the location of the 
lot. Charges for extra time range 
from ten cents an hour to 50 cents 
for daytime parking. After 6 P.M. 
and on Sundays the charge is 25 
cents. Cash 
make up two-thirds of the income 


revenues at the lots 
of the merchants’ association. 
Individual stores, such as Hecht’s 
in Washington, D.C., O’Neil’s in 
Akron, Ohio, and Hudson’s in De- 
troit, operate their own parking 
facilities—to advantage. 


Centering the Responsibility 
But we cannot depend upon in- 
dividual private solutions alone to 
banish our difficulties in parking 
our cars when we go downtown. 
The larger the city, the less likely 
it is that enough individual com- 
mercial parking lots and garages 
will be built to take care of the 
swelling stream of automobile-driv- 
ing downtown customers. Money 
can be made in parking garages— 
if land can be purchased reason- 
ably, if taxes are not too high, if 
relatively. high parking fees will 
be paid. But something must be 
done by local government to make 
it profitable for private enterprise 
to run conveniently located, inex- 
pensive parking lots, or the city 
must undertake to run them itself. 
This is the conclusion to which 
all the studies now being made on 
the subject by business, civic and 
governmental groups seem headed. 
The Regional Planning Association 
of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, is just 
completing a study seeking to un- 
tangle the concentrated traffic of 
Pittsburgh’s Golden Triangle. 
Only states—Minnesota, 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut—plus 
the District of Columbia, have legis- 
lation so far which authorizes the 
creation of Parking Authorities for 
downtown business districts. Such 


three 


Authorities would seem essential to 
any sensible, long-term parking 
plan. The authorities might buy up 
land, build and operate city park- 
ing stations, or lease the facilities 
to private operators. The end result 
might be municipal parking lots or 
private operation or both. But to 
insure parking facilities where none 
is now, responsibility must be 
placed where it belongs—in the 
hands of the citizens’ representa- 
tives in

In Evanston, Illinois, right now, 
the efforts of the Parking Commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce 
have reached a temporary stale- 
mate, according to C. V. Christie, 
Committee Chairman. Although 
Evanston’s principal business dis- 
trict has only 650 street parking 
spaces and one lot for 150 ears, 
and although 14,000 Evanston citi- 
zens own Cars, not counting cars 
coming in from other towns for 
which Evanston is a trading center, 
no suitable space at anything but 
prohibitive cost can be found in 
the immediate vicinity of the busi- 
ness district. The Committee is 
considering space at a distance of 
several blocks from the business 
district and the possibility of a 
shuttle service via station wagons 
or other vehicles. Will that do? 
The Chamber of Commerce men 
want to make a wise, long-term 
decision. How can these business 
men judge, unless the citizens of 
Evanston express themselves? 

So it goes everywhere. We must 
all participate in making a plan, 
must keep after the plan until it 
becomes a reality. Let’s not be 
satisfied with explanations by short- 
sighted or apathetic merchants, 
with engineers’ studies that gather 
dust on shelves in City Hall, with 
city ordinances restricting our use 
of our cars, because there is no 
place for them to stand at rest. If 
we want better living in the future, 
we must take the attitude that what 
needs to be done must be done.

Get newspaper and local radio 
support. Public understanding of 
what the problem is and what is 
involved in a solution can turn wist- 
ful camplaints into active support. 
Have your newspapers lay the cards 
on the table. 

Don’t be satisfied with a pallia- 
tive. Of course you should do what 
you can now, and not hesitate 
merely because the projected solu- 
tion isn’t ideal. BUT have a plan 
of action for the future as well as 
the present. Look at your parking 
facilities in the downtown business 
district with an eye to what its 
capacity will be, where future 
growth is indicated, how sightly 
the parking can be made, how 
efficiently run.

19. Prevention of air pollution 
is a public health and engineering 
problem; the law is sufficiently 
comprehensive in the present state 
of our knowledge, but it shoyld be 
strengthened by aroused public 
opinion and by courageous court 
action. 

Fifteen years have elapsed since 
the publication of the above report.

Follow these rules to prevent salad bowls from warping and 
cracking: 

1. Clean immediately after use. 

2. Never immerse in water 

3. Never soak. 

4. Wipe with cold water; scrub with soapy lukewarm water; 
rinse with cold water. Use as little water as possible. Dry thor- 
oughly. 

5. Never stand on edge while drying. 

6. Keep away from heat, and never chill in a refrigerator. 


7. Store in a dry place. 


Procedure: Always iron linen damp; the heavier the linen, the 


more dampness it needs. Press it with a moderately hot iron. 
Linen scorches easily, so watch it carefully. The drier linen be- 
comes during ironing, the greater the care needed to avoid 
scorching. Linen’s luster, particularly in table damask, is in- 
creased if it is ironed on both sides. Start with the back, iron it 
partly dry; then iron on the right side until completely dry. 
Colored linen, except for table linens, should be ironed uniform- 
ily damp, on the wrong side only. 

Make as few folds as possible, keeping them straight. Some ex- 
perts advise varying the placement of folds each time linen is 
ironed, to avoid strain on the linen which occurs when folds are 
always made in the same place.

the cultivator sweeps or the hoe 
skims beneath the surface soil. The 
purpose of the cultivation is merely 
to break the surface layer that 
usually becomes hardened in sum- 
mer heat, and to dry out the roots 
of young weeds that have just 
started to grow. 

To insure a lusty growth of the 
leafy green crops like broccoli, 
cabbage, Brussels sprouts, Chinese 
cabbage, cauliflower, collards, corn 
salad, endive, kale, lettuce, mus- 
tard greens, New England spinach, 
Swiss chard, tampala, and_ beet 
greens, you should water them with 
a weak fertilizer solution at two- 
to three-week intervals. The best 
solution is two teacupfuls of 5-10-5 
commercial fertilizer (5% _nitro- 
gen, 10% phosphate, 5% potash) 
in 12 quarts of water, allowed to 
stand from four to eight hours be- 
fore it is used. Make a furrow 
about six inches from the plants 
and apply about a cupful of the 
solution to one lineal foot of row. 


HIS same material can be used 

on tomatoes, peppers, and egg- 
plants, but the solution must be 
made stronger by adding 3 cups 
of fertilizer to 12 cups of water. 
For these crops, application at 
three-week intervals should be 
made, starting with the middle of 
July and ending with the second 
week of September. For staked 
tomatoes, feedings should be made 
every two weeks. A quart of the 
solution is poured on the _ soil 
several inches from the main stem. 
If the soil is dry at the time, it is 
best to loosen the surface dirt with 
a rake or hoe, so that there will be 
no run-off of the material. 

Nitrate of soda is successfully 
used by many gardeners as a side- 
dressing for the leafy green crops. 
It may be dissolved in water at the

rate of one ounce to two quarts of 
water. This amount of solution is 
applied to seven or eight feet of 
row in the same manner as the 
liquid fertilizer is applied. The 
nitrate of soda may also be used 
in dried form, sprinkled a few 
inches from the plant, using about 
one ounce to 7 or 8 feet of row. 


IMA beans of the popular Ford- 

hook variety require more nitro- 
gen than other lima bean varieties. 
A side dressing. of either nitrate of 
soda, sulphate of ammonia, or am- 
monium nitrate; or a complete 
fertilizer applied along the row 
and cultivated into the soil will 
supply this extra needed nitrogen. 
Poultry manure spread between the 
rows and cultivated into the soil 
will also help to keep the plants 
of this variety growing and matur- 
ing to a heavy crop. 

Now is the time also to look for 
insects like the cabbage worm, 
Mexican bean beetle, second brood 
potato Euro- 


pean corn borers, squash vine bor- 


bugs, leafhoppers, 
ers, corn earworms on late corn, 
the tomato worm, fruit worm, and 
the aphids which will attack many 
crops. These are easily controlled 
if insecticides are used before the 
insect population becomes too 
great. 

Bean vines heavily infested with 
the Mexican bean beetle adults or 
larvae should be destroyed imme- 
diately after the last picking. When 
the bean beetles are plentiful, as 
much as 30 larvae and pupae may 
be present on each plant. If these 
are allowed to multiply, the larvae 
will be the source of a heavy infes- 
tation of the entire fall bean crop. 
The vines may be either burned, 
buried in the compost pile, or 
spaded under to a depth of four or 
more inches, to kill the larvae.

s a conscientious gardener, you 
Nees mulch against winter weath- 
er, but do you mulch just as 
faithfully against the havoc that 
summer’ heat and dryness can 
wreak on your plantings? 

There are several reasons for 
summer mulching, all of them good 
ones. During the dry and very hot 
season, the upper soil level of your 

_ garden becomes so over-heated that 
the roots cannot help but be in- 
jured by the heat carried down to 
them. They are literally aged pre- 
maturely. Tests have shown that in 
the case of tomatoes, a soil temper- 
ature of but 90 degrees will injure 
roots, and the damage increases as 
the temperature rises above that 
point. Similar effects upon other 
plants have been noted, particular- 
ly where the good top soil is not 
too deep. But a mulch layer will 
guarantee a cooler surface soil, 

and prevent rapid fluctuations in 
temperature at the roots level. 
Mulching also allows aeration of 
the soil and keeps it moist, for a 
good mulch that doesn’t pack down 
and become hard not only allows 
air to penetrate, but catches and 
holds the moisture of even a light

this warming up period, the soil 
should be stirred frequently and 
shallowly to prevent a soil crust, 
and to destroy weed seedlings 
which are usually ready to develop 
in the presence of enough moisture 
on the soil’s surface. After this 
period has passed, apply the mulch 
layer, thin enough to allow air 
through, thick enough to keep the 
sun’s rays out, and to keep the soil 
dark so weeds will be smothered. 
All of the soil around the plants 
and between the rows is covered 
with this layer so that no further 
cultivation is necessary during the 
growing season. 





At the end of the growing sea- 
son, there will be a much reduced 
volume of mulching material left 
on the surface of the soil. Some 
of it will have broken into small 
pieces, and some will have decom- 
posed. On a perennial crop this 
layer can be reinforced in the fall 
after the soil freezes. On annual 
plants or vegetables, the fall sup- 
ply of leaves can be spread on the 
garden in windrows, to be held in 
place through the winter by a few 
shovelfuls of soil scattered over 
them. If you like, apply a little 
fertilizer to this layer of leaves 
before covering them, to speed de- 
composition through the fall and 
early spring. 

One final warning: summer 
mulching materials, likely to be dry 
on the surface a good part of the 
hot season, should be viewed as a 
fire hazard, and care should be 
taken not to toss burning cigarettes 
into them or allow incinerator 
sparks to fly onto them. Here 
again, pine needles can be most 
highly recommended as mulch, for 
they offer far less fire hazard than 
straw or dried leaves.

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| BY THE EDITOR 


he argument about what makes a good 

and full life has raged for centuries. 

More “undying words” by _philoso- 
phers, poets, priests, and preachers have 
been recorded on this subject than any other 
single subject. Their remarks generally re- 
volved around the proper relationship 
between spiritual and material values. 

For a good and full life each of us must 
find, with the means at our disposal, an 
equitable balance between material and 
spiritual things. 

Too little or too much of these elements 
seems to be undesirable. Plato was saying 
in 400 B. C. that “wealth is the parent of 
luxury and indolence and poverty of mean- 
ness and viciousness, and both of discontent.” 
And wise people ever since have held that 
somewhere between the extremes is the hap- 
piest condition. But where between? Can 
we manage our material possessions so that 
they sharpen, not dull, our spiritual aware- 
ness and capacities? 

I am convinced that we can. If the physi- 
cal components of our homes are conceived 
properly, they can have as beneficial effect 
upon us as diet or education. If our homes 


are planned to serve the spiritual side of 
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our natures, they will provide us with peace, 
privacy, and an invitation to explore our 
souls and the true nature of the world around 
us. These things do not directly derive from 
labor-saving devices, automatic machines, 
or foolproof fabrics but from larger consid- 
erations, such as having a room of one’s 
own, and the leisure in which to use it. 
Ownership of fine possessions is no guaran- 
tee that we also have those other valuables 
—the time to be alone, and a place to invite 
our soul. 

Far too often I see families that are so 
intent upon the pursuit of possessions that 
they have lost sight of what the end-result 
of possession should be: namely, peace, 
awareness of beauty, and a personal life on 
a higher mental and spiritual plane. I see 
other families whose communal life together 
has become such a habit that none can break 
away from it to learn what he is individu- 
ally, apart from the group. 

A room of your own is a mosi felicitous 
thing, if you want to develop your personal 
life to the fullest. On the following pages 
are nine examples of rooms that are capable 
of fostering a full and rich private life for

everal weeks ago when we were evicted from our 

apartment and compelled to build a house (we 

werent really compelled; we could have moved to 
a surplus submarine off San Diego), we began daw- 
dling with room plans, blueprints, and detailed housing 
specifications. While thus occupied, the realization sud- 
denly broke upon us that we were destined to spend at 
least one third of our lives in a bedroom. 

All normal people live a third of their lives in bed- 
rooms. Many live even more, but somehow, they don’t 
seem to realize it, or if they do, they refuse to do 
anything about it. Proof of their inactivity lies in the 
archaic condition of the bedroom. 

Nothing has been done to the average American bed- 
room in the past hundred years.

You can grow your own fruit on an average subur- 
ban plot. Espalier trees are the secret. Their yield 
and ornamental value are out of all proportion to 


the small space they occupy. Here’s how to grow them 


By ALICE LUIGGI 


ou don’t need acreage to grow your own fruit trees. From a 

50-ft. lot you can enjoy a steady harvest, from the first rip- 

ening of tangy, crimson cherries until tawny October pears 
melt on your tongue. No, it’s not done with mirrors, but with 
espaliers (es-pal-yays). These are ordinary fruit trees, trained to 
grow flat against buildings or stretched along trellises or other 
supports to grow in formal shapes. Northern European and Eng- 
lish gardeners have long grown them in order to utilize every foot 
of precious soil and every ray of warmth from castle or cottage 
walls. They are becoming increasingly popular in this country as 
homeowners find how much beauty the delicate tracery of their 
boughs gives in winter, as well as when they are outlined with 
leaves and flowers, or heavy with fruit. 

Someone will be sure to dampen your enthusiasm by telling you 
that espaliers are decorative, of course, but don’t produce fruit. 
Even American nurserymen have told me so. Don’t believe it. In 
European gardens and doorways, where every foot of ground is 
valuable, trees are grown in espalier form not only because they 
take up less ground than standard trees, but because they produce 
more fruit, larger, and of superior flavors. English market gar- 
deners build rows of expensive brick walls across acres of ground 
on which they train espaliers, weighted with fruit. I have seen 
in such gardens espalier pear trees bearing fruit so heavy that 
each golden pear had to be supported in a little basket tied to 
the branch. On a Connecticut farm where 1,800 espaliers grow, 
seven Delicious trees last fall bore 1,500 apples. From a seven- 
year-old Beurre Bosc pear growing along a high rail fence, 200 
pears averaging half a pound were picked. 

Experienced gardeners grow espaliers in amazingly complicated 
forms: many-branched candelabra; huge goblets brimming with 
bloom in spring, with rosy fruit in autumn; pyramidal winged 
trees swinging garlands like giant maypoles; trees with bran hes 
forming intricate curves and angles. But the beginner will do well 
to stick to simple shapes: the pillar, the Belgian fence, the two- 
armed U-shaped tree, the four-armed upright tree, and the fan- 
shaped. Detailed directions for training each of these types are 
given at the end of this article. 

If you can’t wait to grow and train your own, you can buy them 
already shaped from growers. A six-armed apple or pear six feet 
high costs around $20. Many architects are using these ready- 
trained trees to add charm to country and city houses—pent- 
houses, too. A U-shaped tree six feet (Continued on page 196)

Do you know the difference 


lain and simple food have only one thing in common. They 

both gratify hunger. But simple food does more than nour- 

ish the body. It appeals to the spirit, by producing mental 
satisfaction as well as physical well-being. 

In fact, there is more than one level of gustatory well-being. 
Plain food fulfills the primary function of allaying hunger, but 
it does it too literally. Plain food has no distinguishing flavor. 
It is as dull and flat as a person without convictions. You’ve had 
hundreds of plain meals: a watery, thin soup with only one taste 
component, a tasteless slice of meat (generally over-cooked so the 
flavor has gone into the gravy), a boiled potato in its jacket 
(which is soggy because it wasn’t steamed dry), a mound of 
plain string beans, doughy, warmed-over rolls, quarters of un- 
peeled tomato with a blob of mayonnaise atop wet, unseasoned 
lettuce, a dish of applesauce that knows no other seasoning than 
sugar. You aren’t hungry when you finish such a meal, but neither 
have you eaten it with zest. Ten minutes later, very likely, you 
can’t recall what you had. 

Plain food is dull and uninteresting because it ignores the 
most important ingredient of good food—seasoning. It puts the 
responsibility for seasoning on the eater, at the table, rather than 
on the cook, in the kitchen. It never dresses up dull foods nor 
tones down sharp ones, but plays everything in the same key. 
It ignores the nuances and highlights of flavoring, and is insensi- 
tive to the drama that can be achieved by playing one taste against 
another in both menu and recipe. 

Simple food, on the other hand, is interesting food. It provokes 
a mental interest, as well as the reaction of your taste buds. 
Simple food has nothing to do with pretentious, expensive ingre- 
dients, nor with complicated preparations. But it has a lot to do 
with who’s doing the cooking. For the secret of simple food is 
enough seasoning, appropriate combining of foods into an inter- 
esting menu, proper cooking, and attractive serving. A matter- 
of-fact, play-it-straight attitude never produced good, simple food. 
But wit and imagination in the kitchen can transform the most 
prosaic ingredients: into culinary masterpieces. 

In the hands of a cook with an imaginative feeling for food, 
a plain meal can emerge, flavorful, and good. The flat soup 
would have been doctored with celery salt, grated onion, tomatoes, 
a speck of sugar, meat stock, or some other of the many “props” 
of the culinary artist, until it had real interest. If the meat 
lacked flavor, it would have been fortified with a sharp sauce 


to offset its blandness. The ugly-duckling (Continued on page 167)

f you like to know where your offspring are of 
an evening (as what parent doesn’t?), the answer 
is “encourage them to bring the gang home.”

[or in people. Otherwise modest souls, who are quite happy to 
let their light shine under a bushel, want an audience when it 
comes to their gardening.

he old cliché “gilding the lily” has never been more to the 
point than when applied to the recent trend of growers to flood 
the market with multi-colored novelty tulips. For’ I maintain 
that such varieties as the Parrot family (of which the Pink Fantasy is 
the best known) are a sacrilege. Admittedly they represent great 
achievement in botanical manipulations and, charitably, I presume 
they’re done with that best of intentions—the creation of beauty.

Yes, you are the worst offender! No matter how industrialized your city is, 
householders are responsible for the major portion of the smoke that burdens 
your housekeeping and forces you to decorate with drab colors. Read this 


article to learn how to get rid of smoke—your own as well as the other fellow’s 


ou have gazed at the smoke stacks of your 

large industrial plants, seen them belching 

forth black plumes. You have stood by the 
railroad tracks and watched dark clouds rise 
from puffing locomotives. And you've said: 
“There's where it comes from—all that soot I 
sweep off the porch and wipe off the window- 
sills each day.” 

Unquestionably the factories, railroads, and 
boats in your city cause some smoke. But don’t 
fool yourself by thinking that they, and they 
alone, are the culprits. You can’t escape your 
share of the blame, if you live in a city where 
smoke at some times of the year makes you 
cough, depresses your spirits, soils your house- 
hold, requires excessive laundry and cleaning, 
and costs you extra money besides. Your own 
heating plant, inefhiciently operated, or burning 
fuel. in the wrong way he!ps creaie the un- 
healthy and untidy condition of your city’s air. 

You have only to look at the photograph 
opposite for proof. It was taken in Pittsburgh, 
the city with the biggest concentration of heavy 
industry in the United States. It was taken in 
January, 1946, during the shutdown of all steel 
plants in the district, whose workers were on 
strike. It was taken when the industrial life of 
the city was slowed to almost complete stop- 
page. What you see in the picture is the smog 
(i.e., smoke) produced by the city’s homes and 


commerciak establishments alone, combined

with Pittsburgh fog. It added up to a deadly, 
choking pall, even without the other sources. 

“Our tests and observations during the strike 
showed no less visible smog,” declared Dr. 
Sumner B. Ely, superintendent of the Pitts- 
burgh Bureau of Smoke Prevention. “We be- 
lieve 60 per cent of the smoke comes from 
domestic and commercial sources.” 

That 60 per cent is no dogmatic figure; it 
represents Mr. Ely’s best belief, based on many 
years’ study of local conditions. Other cities” 
estimate industrial smoke at 40 or 50 per cent. | 
You will never find a set of figures proving 
conclusively where smoke comes from. Argu- 
ments about who makes most smoke really are 
a great waste of time.

Some Tips To Help You 
Eliminate Your Share 


OF Smoke 


1. If you can afford it, buy a mechanical stoker. 
Such devices, besides taking the hard work out of 
tending the furnace, control the smoke by automati- 
cally introducing the proper amount of air over the 
fire to burn up even small particles of soot. 

2. Have your stoker adjusted at least once every 
heating season, and have it cleaned every spring. 
3. If you can’t afford a stoker, investigate the 
purchase of low-volatile coal, which contains no 
more than 16% to 23% volatile gases and can be 
hand fired more or less smokelessly. This coal 
gives more heat per ton, so even though it costs 
more, you should use less each season. 

4. If you heat by means of warm air furnace or 
stove, be on your toes for the announcement of those 
new smokeless furnaces and stoves which, by means 
of new kinds of drafts, are said to be capable of 
burning high-volatile coal smokelessly. These stoves 
have been in process of design since before the 
war. Some will soon be manufactured in limited 
quantities, for “try-outs” under actual home condi- 
tions. If they do what is expected of them, and are 
ready for the 1947 heating season, they will be a 
great boon to the smoke abatement movement. 

And if you cannot do any of the above, must still 
hand-fire high-volatile coal in your furnace this 
year, then at least try the following suggestions. 
given us by Mr. William G. Christy, Smoke Abate- 
ment Engineer of Hudson County, New Jersey. 
They are applicable to low-volatile coal, too: 

1. Never throw fresh coal on top of a hot fire in 
large amounts. Fire a little and frequently, rather 
than a lot and seldom. 

2. Push the hot coals back, when the fire has 
burned down, and add your fresh coal in the front 
of the furnace. Or push the hot coals to one side and 
add the fresh coal to the other side. Either method 
helps burn gases. 

3. See that your cellar is provided with sufficient 
fresh air to feed your fire, even if it means opening 
a basement window or door. Installation of an air 
duct from a window opening or from outside to 
the furnace is a good idea in a new cellar, where 
there is little leakage of air. 

4. Keep your firebox, smoke pipe, ash pit, and 
chimney clean. 

5. Learn how to operate dampers and stick to the 
correct method. Your heating man will instruct you 
at the beginning; of each heating season. 

6. Don’t be too strenuous in shaking down a dead 


fire, and remove all ashes promptly.

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There are, in America now, two kinds of home planners. One group is in 

such desperate need that they look kindly on any kind of shelter—no matter 
how inadequate or overpriced. The other kind, whose needs are not acute, 

want a new home that is distinctly an improvement over old houses—in 

the best traditions of home owning. 

The interests of these two groups are not compatible. In fact, they are 

inimical to each other. For if the building industry serves one group it cannot 
serve the other, since our national stockpile of materials and labor is too 
depleted to do both. And our government has said, very fairly, that those 

in greatest need shall have first call on the materials. 
But an evil is produced, despite the good intentions on all parts—an evil that 
may set back our home standards for a full decade. For the new home owners of 
1946 are too eager, too desperate. Their need has made them uncritical and 
undemanding of architects, contractors, and suppliers. As a result, inadequately 
conceived houses are being built by the thousands. Even the simplest principles 
of good living are being forgotten. 

For it does not cost more to plan a house for the side of the street (and 

the compass) it is to face .... nor to have outdoor living areas that are not 

on the street . ... nor to attach the garage as part of the house, instead of put- 
ing it on the back of a lot as they used to do with the horse stable... . 

nor to subdivide land so that houses are farther apart than 5 feet. Yet 

such primary, obvious things are being overlooked. Home building 

practices of 1946 are as ill conceived as those of the sad 1920’s. And because 
most people who will acquire new homes this year and next are new families, 
who have no experience with housing of any kind, they will be content, at 

first, with their “reasonable facsimile” of a house. House BEAUTIFUL urges those 
families whose need is acute, to try to work out a temporary solution— 

instead of a 20-year investment. Buy or build now only the absolute 

minimum in shelter which will temporarily solve your needs. Don’t take on the 
financial responsibility of a house that you will learn, after a few years’ 
experience, is badly planned and obsolete by 1950 standards. Remember that to 

the hungry man there is no bad bread.

Standard procedure is to build 
the house first and the garage last. But the Faulk- 
ners realized that building the big house now 
would probably mean delays, substitutes, and

inferior materials at higher prices than they 
would normally pay for exactly what they 
wanted, so they went at their plan the other way 
round. They built the garage first. 

Its simple frame construction posed no build- 
ing problems and its layout, including garage 
space and, on a lower level, completely equipped 
living quarters for a maid or couple, needed few 
changes to make it a comfortably workable tem- 
porary home for a family of three. Only two 
slight partitions, now used to create two sleeping 
alcoves in the garage area, need be removed to 
convert the building to its eventual purpose. 

The Faulkners will live here until they can 
build their house a few years hence, enjoying 
the advantage of being right on the scene. 





hree steps lead from the maid’s quarters to the garage 


area. Later on, when the place becomes a garage, a par- 
tition will divide these areas. Sofa shown provides sleeping 
space for one person.

Decorative cabinet is a double-barrelled bit 
of functionalism, providing storage space and creating 
a bed alcove for Mrs. Faulkner. Bookshelves cover a 
bare wall usefully. All-over rug gives feeling of space. 


t left you see how the cabinet doors are designed 
A to look like a Chinese screen. The long desk, which 
suggests a partition between upper and lower levels, 
is actually used as a dressing table although it has a 
strictly living-room look. Steps at left of it lead down 
to sitting-dining room. Bath and kitchen are on lower 
level. Upstairs walls are blue, downstairs walls coral. 


he Faulkner son has his own room (lower left), sep- 
eee from the living room by an ell-shape partition, 
one side of which appears in the living room as a book- 
case (see opposite). When three people have to do all 
their living in an area approximately 21’ x 36’, every 
inch of space must be hoarded, so here storage drawers 
and shoe bunks have been built in under the bed. 


pposite you see the bookcase partition to the boy’s 
() room as it faces the living room. For greater privacy 
a screen can be drawn-over the opening at left. This 
partition will be removed later. Decoration and careful 
management of limited space in this garage-house are 
the adroit work of Mrs. Faulkner, who is Adele 
Faulkner, consultant decorator of Lloyd’s of Brentwood. 


\trictly speaking, you would call the Faulkner garage- 
\Jhome a make-do measure, but by meticulous atten- 
tion to detail, the owners have successfully overcome 
any aura of temporariness that such a home might 
have. Inside, it is a charming example of finished deco- 
ration. Outside, the flagstone walk, the landscaping, and 
the lantern, give a settled look to the “front” door.

But they discovered what you, too, will see 
when you study these pictures—that good design 
knows no period, that there’s an ageless affinity 
between a fine French provincial chair and a red- 
wood paneled wall, between a timeless Chinese 
table and a fieldstone floor.

I. Step one is to keep tools and corsage accessories 
handy to a table with waterproofed top. These include 
scissors, spool of wire (No. 24 for most purposes), straight 
wire, foliage-green parafilm and ribbon, and gun-metal or 
white corsage pins. Corsage is of zinnias and parsley. 


2. Pompon dahlias are a natural for fall corsages. Their 
stems are brittle and each must be “ringed'' with wire by — 
sticking one end of wire through the base of the blossom 
and winding the long end in a spiral about the stem. Then 
make up corsage by wiring flower and foliage alternately. 


3. With orchidy gladioli we use the "double, double, 
double" technique, manufacturing triple blooms by fitting 
and wiring three flowers together, one inside of another. 
Include two triple blooms and some buds in each corsage, 
plus a few sprigs of rose geranium for fragrance. 


4. Frilly Queen-Anne's lace and laurel leaves give 
variety to an old corsage favorite, the rose. Use some 
stem-wiring technique as for dahlias. Always bind the 
base of each stem with parafilm to prevent staining 
your dress. Stretch the parafilm tight as you wind it. 
%e Cockscomb will stand up well, even through a shopping 
tour, Before you begin to wire, separate the large head, 
using the smaller pieces at the top in place of buds and 
the larger ones like individual flowers.

She asked us te decorate her door 
to reflect this hobby. Branch out 
into any field that expresses you. 

A few materials should be as- 
sembled first, so find an art sup- 
ply store. Just ask for ordinary 
tube color oil paints; for instance, 
white, chrome yellow, and chrome 
green light. You may also want to 
make yours gay with touches of 
ultramarine blue and alizarin crim- 
son. Add two or three bristle 
brushes, one-fourth to three-fourths 
of an inch wide. Don’t go robbing 
your child’s paint set of its brush, 
for that’s too-soft camel’s hair. 
Youll need stiff bristles. Probably 
the other materials will be around 
the house—a piece of chalk, a little 
turpentine, and an old plate or 
square of glass to double for a 
palette. All of it should cost less 
than two dollars. 

If your door is sheltered from 
the rain, you may prefer to do the 
design in water color. Buy instead 
small jars of ordinary poster paint. 
The other materials are the same 
if you omit turpentine and palette. 

Now copy or draw your chosen 
design in chalk directly on the out- 
side of the screen. There’s no need 
to take the screen door off its 
hinges to paint, for you probably 
won't spill a thing. Put newspapers 
down if you want to make sure. On 
the palette squeeze out about an 
inch of each color. If a drop of 
turpentine is mixed into a blob of 
paint, the combination will go on 
more smoothly and dry faster. 

Plunge right in and paint, filling 
or outlining the design. Only don’t 
adopt a zigzag technique. It works 
better to paint vertically or hori- 
zontally with the screen. All the 
little holes needn’t be filled by any 
means, for you get a nice shaded 
effect by a partial covering with 
paint. In fact, if you apply it in a 
normal way, only about one-third 
of each hole will fill except for the 
heavier accented strokes. 


E made one surprise discovery. 
The design acts as a kind of 
camouflage to “screen” us from 
outside eyes, though we can still 
look out with ease from our side. 
Don’t stop here! If you live in an 
apartment and don’t like your view, 
request permission from the man- 
agement to paint the window screen 
(inside this time). You can even 
“have your cake” and still see out 
when necessary if you cover only 
half the area with a design. 
Perhaps your particular problem 
is to perk up a fire screen. The 
same process will do it, except that 
here I’d be sure to use the water 
color poster paints. Later you 
might scrub that off and change 
designs. The oils are on to stay. 
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In planning your new home, remember that insulation 
should be built into the house itself. Don’t make the 
mistake of having to add insulation later!

minutes, or until tomatoes are soft.

You can get along without the 
floor unit (which is only a steel 
ribbed frame on which flooring is 
laid) by having a cement slab foun- 
dation, as was done in the Spring- 
field model house.

The steel frame of the hut is 
supported on a double row of ce- 
ment blocks around the base.

Quite the reverse. In a lawn, you 
eradually raise the soil level to the 
“hilltops” by using a lawn mulch. 
It can be applied any time when 
other chores are not too pressing. 

We'll start with the ingredient of 
the mulch that’s easiest to obtain, 
namely, soil. You may dig it from 
an out-of-the-way corner of your 
own property. The consequent hole 
can be utilized for a compost pit, 
to receive leaves, clippings, other 
vegetable matter. But whether you 
dig or buy the soil, before it is 
likely to be good “valley filling” 
material in the lawn, you will want 
to do something to it. 

The biggest improvement usually 
has to be made in its physical con- 
dition. A soil which is rather heavy 
or clayey often benefits from the 
addition of one third by volume of 
sand or coarse hard coal ashes, If 
nothing better presents itself, “by 





all means use such things. A clay 
loam requires only one fourth by 
volume and usually less, while a 
sandy soil needs no ashes or other 
material to lighten it. 

All three physical types of soil 
—clay, loam, and sand—will be 
creatly improved by the addition of 
some form of organic matter. If you

Now you 
may put on a one or two-inch layer 
of peat moss, after you have mixed 
the peat and lime together. 

The mixture of limestone’ and 
peat can be made when the peat is 
dry or wet. However, before mix- 
ing the peat with soil, it is better 
that the peat be moist. 


HAT’S next? If the mixing 

thasn’t exhausted you to the 
point of postponing the rest until 
next week end, you can now look 
over your lawn with a view to 
spreading the mulch. A little recon- 
struction work on large bare spots 
may be in order first. Dig the bare 
spots, using a level teaspoonful of 
complete commercial fertilizer and 
an equal amount of limestone, to 
each square foot of soil both before 
and after digging. If weeds are 
prevalent, use a 2,4-D weed killer, 
available under several trade name 
products. Obviously, it will be wise 
to kill your weeds, or at least to 
treat them, a couple of weeks be- 
fore you add the mulch. A lapse 
of two or three weeks is sufficient. 























































How are you going to add the 
mulch? If you are an artist with 
a shovel, you can spread it that 
way, allowing a good full swing to 
distribute the soil uniformly over 
a large area. Apply half of the ma- 
terial walking in the opposite di- 
rection to the first coverage. 
Next, you rub the mulch into the 
turf by one of several methods. 
Probably the easiest way is to 
sweep the lawn with an old broom, 
bringing the nap or the green 
blades to the top and rubbing the 
soil down underneath them and 
into the depressions. You can 
switch a long bamboo pole back 
and forth or you may drag a door- 
mat or chain back and forth over 
the lawn. You can also rub the 
lawn with the back of the rake.

VEGETABLE PATCH 


By Charles H. Nissley 


eptember’s harvest moon spells a 
Nee of seasons, to the north- 
ern gardener at least. Experience 
warns him that his warmth-loving 
crops, such as tomatoes, eggplants, 
peppers, beans, pumpkins, and 
squash, may, overnight, be struck 
down and blackened by the first 
killing frost. Unless he is prepared 
to protect these tender vegetables, 
he will miss out on two to three 
weeks of good growing weather in 
the Indian summer that is bound 
to follow. So garner your resources 
and energy for the first still, cool 
night that promises a temperature 
drop to 32° F. 

As with flowers, you can use a 
heavy cloth like muslin or old 
sheeting to cover vegetable plants. 
With fruits, such as squash and 
tomatoes, the safest procedure is to 
pick and place them in a cool, 
fairly dry place to ripen. 

Last fall, before the first killing 
frost, I harvested 83 large tomatoes 
from 12 staked plants and placed 
them in the bagement to ripen. We 
enjoyed red tomatoes until well 
after Christmas. 

A row of tomatoes may make an 
attractive decoration on the kitchen 
windowsill, but dismiss from your 
mind the notion that they need 
light to turn red. Quite the con- 
trary. Temperature is the factor 
that does the trick, and ripening 
takes place just as well, if not 
better, in darkness.

“We are opposed to jumping in 
and barring high-volatile coal for 
hand-firing in’ homes as the first 
move in smoke abatement, because 
smoke from this source makes up 
such a small part of total air pol- 
lution,” he said. “A city such as 
Cincinnati, which happens to be 
the coal capital of the world, should 
clean up its industrial, commercial 
and railroad smoke first. This 
smoke is comparatively easy to get 
rid of, because most of it is un- 
necessary anyway. 

“Once this pollution is materially 
reduced, then household smoke is 
an easier problem. By the heating 
season of 1947 we expect to have 
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improved stoves and furnaces avail- 
able for domestic use. They will 
not only be smokeless, but far more 
efficient. Thus homes will have the 
same benefit from smoke abatement

“We can’t clean up fog; we can 


only make it white,” said Dr. Ely. 
But white fog does not cost the 
ilizens money, remember, except 


insofar as it is 


responsible for 


traffic accidents or respiratory dis- 
ease, and the latter runs high in 
a city like Pittsburgh or Cincin- 
nati. It is the soot and fly-ash 
mixed into the white fog that neces- 
sitates curtain-washing every two 
or three weeks, washing down of 
walls three or four times a year, 
soiling of store merchandise and 
the cleaning of exteriors of build- 
ings, sometimes with special high- 
pressure steam “jennies” capable 
of scraping through the grime. Wil- 
mer M. Jacoby, of the Retail Mer- 
chants Association, said it cost 
Pittsburgh’s stores $2,500,000 an- 
nually to get rid of the marks of 
smoke. The cost of extra electric 
light for the whole city on blackout 
days comes to about $700,000 a 
year. It is estimated that smoke 
costs each citizen of Pittsburgh $20 
or more a year, or an estimated 
$13,420,000 for the entire popula- 
tion of that city. Fog can’t be 
blamed for that. 


HE production of fog is intensi- 

fied by the presence in the air of 
“condensation nuclei” which come 
from all forms of combustion. These 
“nuclei” are invisible until they 
meet cold air and the humidity. We 
saw a dramatic demonstration of 
this in the office of the Western 
Pennsylvania Committee on Air 
Pollution. The smoke from one 
match was introduced into a large 
bottle of clean air with just a little 
water on the bottom. Nothing hap- 
pened. Then a pump was applied, 
to lower the temperature and to 
raise the humidity inside the bottle. 
Immediately the whole bottle be- 
came cloudy. Had the streets out- 
side been filled with such a haze, 
most people would have attributed 
it to smoke, we are sure. Yet it 


was fog, created by products of 
combustion other than actual 
smoke. 


We can’t do any thing about our 
weather conditions—not yet, any- 
way. If we live in foggy cities, we 
must resign ourselves to that. But 
it should have the effect of making 
us extra cautious about the smoke 
we produce to combine with our na- 
ture-sent fog, so that it can remain 
invisible as much of the time as 
possible, and not be burdened with 
particles of soot and fly-ash _be- 
sides.

Should that happen, your 
tree will grow to standard size and 
be very slow to bear fruit. 

It would be smart to begin your 
espalier experiments with a row 
of unbranched pillars. 
(See sketch of pillar on page 96.) 
These may be planted one foot 
apart. So, along the back of your 
fifty-foot lot, assuming its orienta- 
tion is good, you can make a thick 
screen of fifty trees. Pears, apples, 
cherries, apricots, plums, nectar- 
ines, and peaches would furnish 
fruit from mid-summer to frost.

But how do you guide your child to music? 
That is the question. 

A musical atmosphere in the home is 
the best way to lead your child to music. 
Obviously the ideal musical atmosphere per- 
vades that home where music is made, where 
someone plays an instrument and where there 
is unembarrassed singing. Mother or father 
need not be an accomplished or professional 
musician in order to make music which can 
satisfy a child. A little skill and a lot of love 
will do very well, indeed. There is a personal 
charm about music played by a mother or a 
father which means more to the child than 
expert machine-made music. No phonograph 
or radio can establish so intimate or so 
memorable a_ relationship. 

But even if mother or father cannot furnish 
the music, there can be music in the home. 
There can be and should -be. Here the 
phonograph and the radio play their part. 

I suggest that you begin buying records 
for your child when he or she is quite young, 
let’s say three or four years old. At this early 
stage children are most interested in strongly

t a time when progressive furniture de- 

signers are sharply veering from senti- 

mental classicism to something more 
appropriate to the Twentieth Century, the long- 
suffering public is entitled to a little inside 
information on the difference between Modern 
and Modernistic. Because there is a difference. 
Both words do not mean the same thing, even 
though they are frequently—and erroneously— 
used interchangeably. 

Admittedly, there are thousands who know 
the difference instinctively, if not articulately. 
This exposition is not meant for them. But 
there are millions who don’t know and more 
millions who don’t care. I suspect that a good 
many souls who wax violently anti-Modern 
are that way because of a confusion in terms. 
What they really hate is Modernistic. To 
| these, the blissfully ignorant, the heedlessly 
careless, and the generally confused, I would 

like to say that there is nothing so damaging 
to the eye and eventually to the heart as a home 
furnished with Modernistic.

The 
fact that the average person is so often dis- 
gusted with the all-too-prevalent Modernistic 
examples he has seen is a tribute to his 
natural good taste. Modernistic usually has 
somewhere about it unnecessary ornamentation. 
Not all ornamentation is bad, of course, but the 
ornamentation used in Modernistic design has 
no meaning to the basic form of the object. 

One of the outstanding examples of Mod- 
ernistic is the juke box. I will invest a nickel 
any time to have music emanate from a juke 
box—but to look at one is an unspeakable 
torture. 

Have you ever seen a juke box anywhere 
with fine, simple lines, manufactured with re- 
straint and imagination? Never. They are 
constantly embellished with miles of chromium, 
fake organ pipes, unnecessary layers of mullti- 
colored wood, and practically everything else 
the manufacturer can think of. 

This is typical of the major trouble with 
designers of Modernistic furniture. It’s a com- 
bination of too many ideas and usually bad 
ideas at that. 

You’re probably wondering how Modern- 
istic got its start, its roots, where it sprang 
from. Without being at all didactic, I should 
like to tell you that it began with a group of 
German radical artists in 1907 known as the 
Deutsche Werkbund, which organized a cult 
based on the aesthetic worship of machinery. 
These Germans, impressed with the size and 
looks of American silos and grain elevators, 
decided that this was the way all modern archi- 


tecture should look. (Continued on page 236)

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IS YOUR HOUSE INSURED 
AGAINST INFLATION?

home is an almost irreplaceable asset to- 

day. With the housing shortage estimated 

at over 3,000,000 homes, with the cost of 
building materials (if and when you can get 
them at all) up 35 to 40 per cent and more 
over prewar levels, and with the total cost of 
constructing a standard house higher by 60 to 
100 per cent in many localities, any home is a 
possession worth adequate protection. 

Yet many homes are under-insured now. 
They're adequately insured for the value they 
had before the war, when they were built. But 
they are not insured for their replacement value 
today. The case of the man who bought or built 
a house costing $8,000 in 1940 is an instance. 
Because of the housing shortage and higher 
costs, it would cost at least $12,000 to build the 
same house at this time. In some parts of the 
country, particularly the Pacific Coast, it would 
cost more than that. Having insured his home 
for $8,000 in 1940 without increasing its insur- 
ance since, his property is perilously under- 
insured now. 

This situation is so serious that it has been 
recognized by public authorities nationally. The 
governor of Wyoming authorized his state insur- 


ance commissioner to issue a public warning.

The insurance commissioners of New York, 
Pennsylvania, Connecticut, among others, havel 
issued public statements, urging property owners 
to examine their insurance policies and_bring| 
their coverage up to current values. 

In some localities, chiefly New York City and 
suburbs and Cook County, IIl., where fire insur- 
ance policies contain an 80 per cent co-insurance 
clause, it is more important than ever for home- 
owners to keep their insurance coverage as close) 
to full value as possible. This is the clause, 
sometimes known as the Reduced Rate Average 
Clause. Briefly, it obligates the property owner 
to insure his home for a certain percentage 
of its sound value—usually 80 per cent. This is) 
required to obtain full payment of all losses up|) 
to the policy limit.

s practical proof that better planning makes 
a better house, we redesigned the badly 
planned house shown on pages 156, 157. 
Here, and on the next two pages, is our version of 
an up-to-snuff little five-room house that works 
well and looks well. We kept the same elements— 
living room and kitchen at the front, bedrooms at 
the back, garage on the north side, porch on the 
south side. There all resemblance ends. 

The other plan was a jumble of inadequate, con- 
flicting rooms. This one is a well-ordered plan with 
generous space for general use, individual space 
for private retreat, ample space for outdoor 
activities. It includes amenities rare in a small 
house—storage room which is really adequate, a 
front and back door which do not open plunk into 
the living room or kitchen, bedrooms and living 
room secluded from other rooms. 

To achieve these benefits, we pulled the living 
room forward in a separate wing, giving it three 
exposures instead of two. We moved the garage up 
front, handy to the street, giving the kitchen both 
front and rear windows. We put the dining room 
in the center of the house, where it is used for 
dining and for all purposes, from day nursery to 
night-time recreation room. We managed all this 
in less cubic feet than the other house by lopping 
space off basement and attic, increasing the size of 
first-floor rooms where living space is needed.

as you might make a dress from a stock 

pattern? You can; but it’s much harder 
to get a fit. And it’s much harder to be up to 
the minute with a stock plan than it is with a 
stock dress pattern. t ; 

In. case you are not familiar with the term, 
a stock plan is a set of pre-made drawings and 
specifications, which you select from a plan 
book much as you would select a pattern from 
a pattern book, They are available at small 
cost from materials dealers, mortgage lenders, 
contractors, stock plan companies, and maga- 
zines. 

Like dress patterns they vary widely in qual- 
ity. Some are very well done and with a com- 
pleteness in detail that many architects might 
envy. Some are loosely and carelessly drawn, 
leaving much to the discretion of the builder. 
Some are as up-to-date as this month’s Harper’s 
Bazaar. Some are so out-of-date that using them 
would be like selecting a dress from a 1914 
Pictorial Review. 

But well or poorly done, one serious stock 
plan problem remains—the problem of a good 
fit. With a house, you have not only your family 
to fit but the particular piece of land on which 
you will build. For the one, there are questions 
of individual tastes and preferences, of special 
activities and your own ways of living. For the 
other, there are questions of the lay of the 
land, the view, and the direction of sunlight. 

It is House BEAuTIFUL’s considered opinion 
that, unless you can willingly and easily ac- 
commodate yourself to the average, unless your 
lot is a flat rectangle, the stock plan will rarely 
give you a satisfactory house. In the pages

out, by illustration and text, some of the dif- 
ferences between good and bad house plans. 
You can see for yourself the difficulties you 
face in doing the thing right for you and for 
your own lot. It is a good deal to expect that 
a designer who has never met you, who has 
probably never been in your neighborhood, 
and who knows nothing of the land you have 
in mind, can solve your problems sight unseen. | 

Many stock plans will turn out to be costly 
plans, no matter how cheaply they are bought. 
First, take the problem of the land. 

Almost all stock plans are designed for a 
level lot. Since most lots (and particularly the 
most interesting lots) are not level, a stock plan 
can rarely be used exactly as it is drawn. A 
variation in grade of even one or two feet will 
require changes in the foundations and in the 
design of entrances, porches, driveways, ga- 
rages, etc. When there are greater variations, 
the whole house may look as if it is jacked up, 
a sorry contrast to the glamorized sketch shown 
in the plan book. This rules out the use of most 
stock plans on down-sloping or up-sloping lots, 
or for those hillside sites of which a suitably 
designed house can make such good use. 

Even if the-stock plan luckily fits the lot, 
most homeowners will be tempted to add that 
extra bedroom, or put the porch here instead 
of there, or just shift rooms around in general. 
This is the start of most stock plan troubles, 
troubles which can easily lead to disaster. 
Unless the revision is done properly, such 
changes may jeopardize the entire appearance, 
plan, and structure of the house. If they are 
carried out properly, the cost will probably 
nullify the supposed savings from the use of

1TOCK plan design too frequently 
Neen to begin and end on the 
street side of the house.

N general, a stock plan is in- 

adequate for the discriminating 
owner because it is an “average” 
plan, aimed to fit the general run 
of families but no family in par- 
ticular. Stock plans are designed so 
they will sell as many copies as 
possible. That means they must aim 
at satisfying only average require- 
ments and must sacrifice individu- 
ality in their exteriors and personal 
features in their layouts. Nowadays 
many stock plans are obsolete, too, 
designed according to home-plan- 
ning concepts of pre-war vintage 
and kept in the files for years. They 
may not reflect the important new 
thinking on house design (such as 
solar heating), or the special con- 
ditions of today’s materials market. 
Thus, they may be stale goods as 
well as rubber stamp, run-of-the- 
mill designs. 

So, except under special circum- 
stances, we do not advocate stock 
plans because we know that only a 
skilled architect on the scene can 
discuss with you the many individ- 
ual problems you will have in build-

If you’re one of the school who 
'can take your cheese or leave it, 
‘these palate-tempting cheeses might 
| well bring you into the fold of the 
legion who contend that few foods 
equal cheese in gustatory pleasure 
or versatility. The light, grainy 
texture of the cheeses seemed to 
contribute to the feathery fluffiness 
of the mouth-watering soufflés that 
we whipped up with them. We 
combined Gorgonzola with Edam 
for one, Stilton and Swiss for an- 
other, and Cheddar and Cheshire 
for the third. They were all tops, 








but the last combination produced 
the most delicately flavored soufflé 
of the group. Try them singly or in 
other combinations, too. Crumbled 
Roquefort made a luscious addition 
to a tart French dressing. 

We experimented too, with a 
tangy cheese sauce made of the 
Cheddar (served on palm hearts), 
and was it good! And don’t over- 
look the delight of just eating any 
of the cheeses on dark bread or 
crackers. (Water crackers are per- 
fect for the purpose. Nabisco 
makes one called Bent Crackers. 
Vendome have the imported Carr 
brand again.) These cheeses are 
from Vendome, 415 Madison Ave., 
New York. City, in four sizes—all 
in colorful casseroles. *The 4-oz. 
size is about 50¢, 8-oz. about $1, 
12-0z. about $1.50 and 24-oz. under 
$3.

efforts. Remember if they’re accus- 


tomed to one type of food, they’re 
not going to welcome change with- 
out a murmur. But after your first 
few attempts, though perhaps re- 
luctant to admit it, theyll be 
pleased with your fresh approach. 
Or if you are inclined to over- 
dress food, to concentrate on gra- 
vies, sauces, cream, etc., begin 
stripping off some of the trim- 
mings, and go in for serving foods 
more naturally. 

Do your meals always follow a 
conventional pattern? There’s no 
hard and fast rule which says you 
must open dinner with soup or a 
fruit cocktail, follow it with meat 
and a couple of vegetables, drag 
in a salad at this point, and finish 
with a sweet dessert. Changing 
the form and pace of meals oc- 
casionally is as good as changing 
the type of food. So remember to 
serve salad first sometimes, to in- 
ject interest in meals by making 
dinner of a big tureen of steaming 
soup, hard crusty French bread, 
an enormous bowl of greens and 
vegetable salad, with fresh fruits 
and nuts as a finale—or something 
as good and as non-conventional. 





Do you ever treat the family to a 
party menu-on a day that doesn’t 
call for a celebration?

Do investigate unfamiliar

I could eo on and on about bulbs. They are my favorite blooms— 
beautiful, practical, and seasonal. In my opinion, a garden in the spring 
without crocus, daffodils, hyacinths or tulips just misses the boat 
and its owners are frustrated people whose only satisfaction can be 
found in anticipating the summer show. 

By following a few simple rules for forcing bulbs, spring can be 
moved into the house as early as February. I know of nothing that 
eives a flower lover more satisfaction than a pot full of daffodils or 
hyacinths grown indoors, while the winter winds howl. 


Zones 3, 4 and 5 can sow some splendid annuals safely now. Lark- 
spur, cornflower, mignonette, cleome, cosmos, candytuft, California 
poppies, sweet alyssum, and even pansies can be sown outdoors for 
satisfactory early bloom. Try some of each. Fall-sown sweet peas 
are always superior. Prepare a good trench, incorporating a generous 
quantity of well-rotted or dried manure, plant the seed about one 
inch deep, and mulch after hard frost. You'll cut sweet peas in May and 
early June with better stems than spring-sown ones, and they will last 
much longer into the hot weather for having made deep root systems.

soil, will spread from larva to larva, cutting down on the beetle popu 
lation. The United States Department of Agriculture recommends this 
as one of the best natural controls for the beetle to date. 


Continue watering all evergreens, broadleaf and coniferous, and all 
trees and shrubs planted during the year. This may be unnecessary 
during a wet fall, but if the ground dries out at any time, get out the 
hose and soak the plants down weekly, at least until frost. 


Gladiolus corms should be dug, dried off in the sun, and _ stored. 
Sprinkle some ten per cent DDT dust over all bulbs during storage to 
take care of the thrips. DDT is odorless and offers no chance of 
burning tender plant tips and surfaces as do naphthalene flakes. 

Incidentally, I found DDT the solution to my gladiolus thrip problem 
in the garden. Three sprayings controlled them down to the last thrip 
this season, and I enjoyed the best and cleanest glads that I have 
grown in more than 15 years. Before trying DDT, I used to spray 
once or twice a week with other insecticides, and I always had thrip 
damage, regardless of conscientious treatment. 


If dahlias are dug with a good ball of soil that is allowed to remain 
on the clump, there will be much less danger of the tubers drying out 
and shriveling. 


Here is a list of all tender bulbs to dig and store the same as 
gladiolus: canna, caladium, Milla biflora, Hyacinthus (Galtonia) 
candicans, montbretia, tuberose, Ismene calathina. and tigridia. Anemone 
and ranunculus are winter hardy with a little protection. I find it un- 
profitable to store tuberous-rooted begonias, because tubers keep 
poorly and are not worth planting the second year. Try to lift them 
with a good ball into pots and they may continue blooming indoors 
through December. 


Plant all types of small fruits this fall for best results next spring. 
October-planted, pot-grown strawberries may bear well the first season,

and such records as the “Rhythms 
for Children” series, put out by 
Victor, are appropriate. Even a 
baby responds to rhythms. He 
waves his arms with delight in 
time to a melody that has bounce 
and swing. 

As your child grows up, he can 
begin to select his own music just 
as he selects his own books. (Or 
don’t you believe that a child 
should select his own books? I 
do.) It is neither wise nor diplo- 
matic to impose your taste on him 
too much. A gentle nudge toward 
good music is all that is necessary 
—or diplomatically advisable. I 
suggest that you make expeditions 
with your child to the record store, 
and there you can sample records 
together and let the child pick 
what he likes. 

What he likes cannot be classi- 
fied too absolutely. There are as 
many differences in children’s 
tastes as there are in adults’. But 
speaking generally, children like 
gay music more than they do sad 
music. That is simply an expres- 
sion of a child’s love for fun and 
fooling and laughter. Also, chil- 
dren like excitement; so they like 
music that is on the dramatic and 
spectacular side. They like music 
with big orchestral effects, they 
like stirring marches and compo- 
sitions where “something is going 

> Such compositions the modern 
child prefers to sweet and gentle 
music, to gavottes and minuets. 
Children will take to Wagner be- 
fore they will take to Mozart. 


ELP in the selection of these 

records can be got from several 
lists which both Victor and Colum- 
bia publish, although personal 
sampling is the best method. Vic- 
tor is even now in the process of 
issuing three albums of music: 
anthologies for children of various 
ages, selected by a committee of 
music educators. These albums 
will probably be available this 
fall. 

I am a great believer in giving 
a child a phonograph of his own, 
even if that phonograph is not as 
good as the family instrument. He 
has his own books. He should have 
his own records—his alone. In order 
for a child to establish a really 
intimate and natural relationship 
with music, it cannot be given to 
him as a possession too fragile for 
his handling and to be listened to 
only under parental supervision. 
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| There has been altogether too 
precious an atmosphere in guiding 
children to music. Music has to be 
presented not as an educational 
project, not as something to be 


learned, but as something to be 
enjoyed. If in this process a few

to listen with you to your records. 
Listening together brings the ad- 


vantage of companionship and a 
common. interest, that common. in- 
terest which is so important in 
binding the child to the home.

But again 
this must be an undertaking of 
fun, not an unwilling march to the 
altar of culture, dragging Junior 
by the arm. 

There is, as you know, a fair 
amount of good music to be had 
on the radio.

I believe that you 
must allow your child the freedom 
of listening to any radio program 
he wants—unless that interferes 
with his bedtime or his homework, 
because the surest way to make 
him want to listen to a particular 
program is for you to forbid that 
program to him. 

What I have just said applies 
also to jazz. It is a ten-to-one bet 
that your child will like jazz. No 
matter what the value of jazz as 
music may be, it is a contemporary 
and popular musical language. 
Even if that language is just slang, 
you cannot prevent your child from 
speaking it. Your child wants to 
conform to other children who 
think that jazz is fun and smart. 
Well, jazz is fun and has a par- 
ticular attraction for children be- 
cause it is strongly rhythmic and 
exciting music. If he cannot hear 
it in the home, he will hear it some 
place else. Here again the surest 
education is simply to set before 
the child other kinds of music. The 
great has a way of asserting itself. 
The best music is best because it 
appeals to people after the thrill 
of the less good has turned into 
indifference or boredom. Good mu- 
sic will eventually plead its own 
cause with your child. All you have 
to do—all you can do—is to make 
it easy, pleasant and natural for 
your child to become acquainted 
with such music. And the best, the 
most natural meeting ground is 
the home.

It is a curious spectacle, these 
small American children, especially 
small American girls, picking the 
color of their curtains and_bed- 
spreads, banishing the pictures 
which their parents think suitable 
and putting up in their places their 
own choices, torn from magazines, 
glimpsed in a pawnshop window 
and wheedled out of Grandfather. 
painted by one of the other chil- 
dren at nursery school. The words 
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“favorite color,” “favorite picture,” 
“favorite flower,” slip off lips which 
have hardly lost their baby pout. 
And the parent whose favorite color 
is not pink, who is very anxious 
that her living room should give 
to visitors a serene impression of 
a well-balanced and aesthetically 
aware personality, beams and only 
half-heartedly protests against im- 
mense china dogs or a plague of 
small glass vermin, and if she is 
wise applauds—but not always too 
warmly—each sign that the daugh- 
ter is developing a real taste of her 
own. For the little girl in doing her 
room her way is choosing, decid- 
ing, learning by doing, which is the 
way in which American children are 
expected finally to acquire taste. 


O THE European it seems a very 

strange process indeed. In most 
old societies children live, without 
personal choices, either among the 
chalk and battered toys of the 
nursery or school room or in 
rooms upon which some ancestral 
taste has been carefully imposed. 
Mother’s drawing room, mother’s 
sitting room, into which a small 
girl enters decorously, is supposed 
to impress itself on the small girl’s 


mind. In old world terms, the young | 
are plastic, life properly lived is a | 


very complex business, and children 


should devote a great many years | 


learning how to be grown up, which 
is after all what they are born for. 


But in the United States we do 
not feel children are born merely 
to grow up and display, at the 
proper mature age, the right taste 
and the right manners. In fact. 
a good many Americans rather 
doubt whether childhood isn’t the 
plezsantest part of life, and take a 
good deal of trouble to see that 
their children actually /ive — at 
eight or ten or twelve—not merely 
learn how to live later. And to live, 
in America, is to choose one’s own 
clothes, one’s own furniture, one’s 


own friends. Perhaps the most ex- | 


citing choice is to insist upon the 
very little pink lamp which mother 
“wouldn’t have in the house,” or

you afraid that these little girls 
who pick their own rugs at ten may 
never come to have a really sophis- 
ticated taste?”

ERE is a summation of the spe- 

cial points you will want to con- 
sider when you go shopping for a 
new refrigerator, many models of 
which are illustrated in detail on 
pages 142-145. 


Shelf arrangement in most re- 
frigerators today is really versatile 
and flexible, to take care of the 
varying food preservation needs of 
different families in different com- 
munities, city, suburban, and coun- 
try. Some shelves are hinged in the 
middle or even in two places so that 
one or more sections can be dropped 
out of the way to accommodate 
large items. Some shelves have sec- 
tions that can be removed alto- 
gether, others hinge or fold up 
against a wall. When two vegetable 
crispers are provided, usually they 
can be arranged in more than one 
way, side-by-side or one on top of 
the other, thus allowing, when nec- 
essary, for large items such as a 
turkey or a watermelon. In many 
refrigerators, shelves have adjusta- 
ble spacing, can be raised or low- 
ered according to need. Nearly 
every refrigerator has at least one 
shelf that slides, to simplify getting 
often-used foods. At least two re- 
frigerators have some additional 
narrow shelves either on the main 
outside door, or on an inner door, 
for frequently-used items. 


Shelves are made of any one of a 
variety of materials, from anozinc 
plating on less expensive models to 
stainless aluminum,

NOTHER early beginning of 

Modernistic can be found in the 
French cult of Cubism. The Cubists 
started an occult society which in- 
sisted that the basic forms of the 
universe were cylinders, spheres, 
and cones. The occult mysticism 
was also applied to architecture and 
decoration, and it will be many a 
year before we can forget the wall 
| brackets made of three tapering 
triangles of frosted glass that used 
to cling to the walls of every hair- 
dressing salon, the circular mir- 
rors, the stepped-up bookcases, the 
zigzag cushions, and the horizontal- 
striped draperies of the early twen- 
ties—all_ pure dyed-in-the-wool 
Modernistic, and to be avoided 
now as carefully as hay-fever vic- 
tims avoid ragweed. 

One would have thought that the 
Modernistic litter of Cubism would 
have acted as a deterrent to archi- 
tects and furniture designers, but 
instead of improvement, the Ger- 
mans came along in the 1920’s with 





the Bauhaus school of arts-and- 
crafts-and-architecture, and started 
the Modernistic mischief all over 
again. Said the Bauhaus boys— 
houses and furniture are no good 
unless they’re as functional as 
machinery. Here I must point out 
there is, of course, a big difference 
between a house that is functional, 
and a house that pretends to be 
rigidly limited to the functional 
principles of machinery. People 


may want their architects to build | 


|a practical house for their in- 
dividual needs and individual point 
of view, but they don’t want to be 
forced to sacrifice their entire in- 
dividuality to prove that their 
liouse is as good as a machine. 
Architects are supposed to serve 
individuals, not to regiment hu- 
manity by making it a slave to an 
architectural style dictatorship. 


The result of the make-your- 


house-as-functional-as-a-machine 
movement was a welter of Modern-

These various Modernistic elements 
combined to produce interiors that 
were highly suggestive of an oper- 
ating room, in which the host and 
hostess have had their individual- 
ity “removed” by the architectural 
surgeon. 

One of the oddest results of the 
machine cult was a frantic move- 
ment to make everything “stream- 
lined.” Streamlining is Modernistic 
at its worst. In the legitimate busi- 
ness of designing such things as 
racing cars and airplanes, pro- 
vision had to be made to cut down 
wind resistance to a minimum, and 
to do this, the car and airplane 
designers created forms which re- 
duced the impact of the air on the 
plane or car. These forms cleaved 
the air instead of hitting it flat 
on. Modernistic designers snatched 
at the new air-cleaving forms, 
smeared them over refrigerators, 
toasters, weighing machines, sofas, 
chairs, tables, and bookcases. 
Guests were not supposed to be 
surprised to be invited into a room 
equipped to meet a typhoon, nor 
apparently did families find it 
odd to see their toast popping out 
from something designed to buffet 
a hypothetical tornado. 


Y THE time it dawned on the 
public that there was no future 


in dynamo kultur, Paris came up 


with the crowning glory of Modern- 
istic horror. In 1925 it lined: the 
banks of the Seine with something 
that will be forever remembered as 
the big Walpurgisnacht of architec- 
ture and furniture. This time there 


- was everything from typography to 


architecture in Modernistic dis- 
guise. And so strongly was it pub- 
licised that even today zebra skins, 
through their past association with 
this luscious bordello-like décor, 
have taken on a Modernistic “look.” 
Perhaps the outstanding character- 
istic of this 1925 orgy was the 
curious illusion that Modernistic 
was simpler than antique-period 
decoration, whereas in reality it 
was even gaudier than anything 
Madame de Pompadour herself 
could have dreamed up—which, 
God knows, was gaudy enough. 
Obscure and hideous woods like 
Macassar ebony were inlaid with 
highly stylized pastoral scenes like 
those on Viennese candy boxes. 
Sofas, with arms like automobile 
fenders, were covered in fabric 
that was so “textured” it looked 
like a plowed field. Glass bowls, 
deeply engraved, sandblasted, and 
molded into sodden looking green 


masses, were everywhere; and car- |

S FAR as the sources of Modern- 
A istic go, this about covers every- 
thing. There is a minor Viennese 
variety, dear to the hearts of pixie 
artistic hostesses, who adore rooms 
full of peasant embroidery, terra 
cotta torsos, over-glazed ceramics 
and drawings by Klee, but the 
space at my disposal is too limited 
to go into this particular manifesta- 
tion of Modernistic at great length. 
By this time you ought to have at 
least a general mental picture of 
Modernistic in its major forms. 

Now in contrast to the Modern- 


istic, we have to figure out what 
Modern design is, and then see how 
it differs from Modernistic. 

In the first place, Modern archi- 
tecture and Modern design general- 
ly are not—as the word “modern” 
would lead us to believe—a recent 
development. In fact, in America 
the point at which Modern archi- 


tecture (as distinguished from 
eighteenth-century authoritarian 


classicism) comes into being is not 
cn easy point to determine. Eight- 
eenth-century houses. and_ furni- 
ture, by the way, were just as much 
the victim of a cult as Modernistic 
houses are today. There isn’t a 
great deal of difference between 
people who believe their houses 
should conform strictly to machine 
principles, and people who believe 
their houses should conform strict- 
ly to classic principles. In both 
cases, the individual is completely 
ignored, and becomes merely a 
pawn fenced in by classic or ma- 
chine rules. 

As a general principle, Modern 
design suggests something that is 
appropriate for the purpose for 
intended.

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orator, since its interior is not ex- 
posed to room temperature when 
the refrigerator door is opened. 
Also, they serve to retard the for- 
mation of frost on ice cubes and 
trays, and the absorption of odors 
from’ food in the balance of the 
refrigerator. 


Ice cube trays have undergone 
little if any change. They are of the 
same size and capacity as prewar, 
with the same type of tray and ice- 
cube release as before. 


Meat-keepers are provided in 
most refrigerators today. These are 
covered containers or compart- 
ments, generally located beneath 
the evaporator, thus becoming, in 
essence, a continuation of the evap- 
orator, except that they are not sur- 
rounded by cooling coils. Because 
of their location, temperature is 
kept low, and because they are cov- 
ered, humidity is fairly high, which 
aids in preventing drying out of 
meat. But don’t expect meat to keep 
in the meat-keeper as long as if it 
were placed in a home freezer or 
even in the evaporator. The time it 
will keep depends upon the kind of 
meat, whether or not it is ground, 
and other factors. Meat is “safe” in 
a meat-keeper a relatively short 
time as compared to the length of 
time it lasts when stored in a freezer 
or evaporator, 


Vegetable crispers are consid- 
ered essential and therefore one or 
more are standard equipment with 
refrigerators today.

Butter conditioners are a feature 
of only one or two refrigerators. In 
these a small cupboard is built 
within the wall of the refrigerator 
at the top left. It is in the wall and 
closed off from the main- part of the 
interior by a door. An adjustable, 
thermostatically controlled heating 
unit keeps the butter at the desired 
spreadable consistency. The door 
also protects the butter from food 
odors which normally rise to the 
top of the refrigerator with air 
circulation. 


An automatic light within the 
refrigerator, which goes on when 
the door is opened and off when it 
is closed, is standard equipment. It 
helps you to find what you want in 
the refrigerator, and aids cleaning. 


Storage bins are built into some 
refrigerators. These are really an 


“extra” feature which should be

storage space in the kitchen. Usu- 
ally located next to the compressor 
(motor), temperature is likely to 
be fairly high and humidity fairly 
low. Probably the most effective use 
of the bins is for storage of bottled 
goods, like soft drinks and club 
soda, which then are handy to put 
into the refrigerator for cooling to 
replace the already-cooled supply 
as it is used up. 


Insulation, of course, is of ex- 
treme importance. Fiberglas is the 
insulation most commonly used in 
present refrigerators. Other mate- 
rial is used in some cases, often 
because the status of the reconver- 
sion program is such that not 
enough accepted insulation is being 
made to supply the demand. 


No defrosting, and no covers on 
cooked foods stored in refrigerators, 
are features of some refrigerators. 
This is because, in their case, cool- 
ing coils are located in the walls of 
instead of being 
the evaporator. 
With wall cooling, the temperature 
of the walls does not have to be as 
low as when a concentrated lower- 
temperature cooling area, like the 
evaporator, is used. Hence deposit

How To Use Varnish Properly 


Most unsatisfactory varnish applications can 
be traced to improper use, mixing varnishes 
or failure to clean surfaces properly. In ad- 
dition to Don’ts on reverse side, here are 
some other precautions that help insure a 
smooth, durable finish: Make sure cans and 
brushes are clean. Don’t hang varnish brush- 
es in the same “keeper” with paint brushes. 
Completely remove “keeper” oil before us- 
ing brush. Wash new varnish brushes in ben- 





zine before using; shake benzine cut thor- 
oughly. Use only varnish made for the in- 
tended purpose. 
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How To Launder Linen 


Use only pure, mild white soap. Never use 
washing soda or other caustic or alkali solu- 
tions employed for cleaning, bleaching, or 
spot removal during boiling or at high water 
temperatures. Don’t starch stiffly. Blue light- 
ly. Use aniline-dye bluing to avoid rust spots. 
Avoid freezing. Launder linen before it be- 
comes badly soiled. Remove stains before 
laundering, which often sets them. Washing 
in tepid water and mild soap or soaking in 
dirt and

CAN I AFFORD A LANDSCAPE ARCHITECT?

water at some point, to discover, 
upon surfacing for air, that you’re 
either stuck with several eloquent 
and permanent monuments to your 
inexperience, or you have on your 
property a lot of plant materials 
which represent just so much lost 
labor, loving care, and cash. 


T’S one thing to go to the ex- 

pense of re-upholstering a sofa 
because a poorly chosen fabric sits 
up and screams at you when you 
come into your living room, but 
it’s quite another—and a far more 
costly—matter when landscaping 
goes wrong and you have to pay for 
re-locating a driveway or wall; 
for abandoning a sunken pool that 
went right on sinking; or for tear- 
ing out and replacing trees and 
shrubs that grew up too fast and 
did all the wrong things to the face 
of your house. 

Only an expert, one who has had 
years of specialized training for 
the job, can save you from such 
disasters. And to employ him will 
cost you no more, in the long run, 
than rectifying the mistakes would 
cost. You 


in several different ways, depend- 


can have his services 


ing upon how much you can spend, 
and how fast you want the work 
completed. If you can afford it, 
you can have a complete designing 
and supervision service. This means 
your landscape architect will de- 
sign the project (in consultation 
with you, naturally, so that your 
requirements and wishes can be 
fulfilled) ; he will then make a de- 
tailed working plan showing 
dimensions and grades, make a 
planting plan showing what mate- 
rials will go where, a complete con- 
struction plan for walls, pools, 
steps, walks, etc. He will do all the 
ordering of materials, and contract- 
ing for construction work; and 
will personally supervise both con- 
struction and planting on your 
grounds. His charge for this com- 
plete service will be either a per- 
centage of the total cost (7 to 15 per 
cent, varying with local conditions, 
the complexity and size of the 
project), or he may charge a flat 
fee, the amount of which will de- 
pend upon the size of your lot and 
the elaborateness of the landscap- 
ing that you require.

I was shown into the living room, and after I had 
dashed off a few lines, stood for a moment and 
automatically observed the well-chosen and well- 
arranged furnishings. And in that same instant I 
was conscious of a lack—a distressing sense of neg- 


lect. This was nothing as tangible as dust or tem- 

porary disorder. Indeed, everything was well kept 
_and meticulously in place. It was the vaguest, yet 
the most definite, impression that this room was not 


lived in—that it was not loved. In a curious way it 
seemed deserted, and even in the few seconds I was 
there I was overwhelmed with depression. 

A few weeks later I heard that the attractive 
couple were getting a divorce. 

I should have been as surprised as everyone else 
if I had not made that brief call. Now I understood 
why the room had seemed sad to me. It was no 


longer a living room, but merely a place soon to 
_be discarded by one or both of its creators. 

A room, a house, is an almost terrifying truth- 
ful revelation of the life which is habitually car- 
ried on within it — a revelation which has nothing 
to do with its furnishings or decoration, its order- 
liness or dilapidation. It is more convincing than 
appearances. It is an unmistakable atmosphere. 

Have you ever been shown into a room where 





a man and woman, rising from their chairs before 
the fire, come forward instantly with hospitably 
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outstretched hands? They are entirely composed in 
appearance and words; there is no embarrassment. 
But you know that they have been deep in talk of 
love—their love—for the whole room is surcharged 
with tenderness and secrecy. 

Or you may be expected, the cocktail tray or 
supper table is prepared and waiting, and the host 
and hostess are standing beside it, welcoming you 
with smiles.

It will tell you that a child has just been punished, 
that there are preparations for a trip, that guests are 
being prepared for, that the expected ring of door 
bell or telephone is to bring good news or bad. The 
room flashes its communication to you of warning 
or expectation. No use for host and hostess to as- 
sume expressions of cheeriness, or for lovers to 
utter easy words of nonchalance. The voice of the 
room speaks so loudly you cannot hear what they say. 

It is not only the immediate moments preceding 
your entrance whose vibrations are thus held and 
transmitted. The hours, the days, the years preced- 
ing these moments have created something compara- 
ble to the subtle patina which time itself lays upon 
glass or wood or metal. The eagerness of hope, the 
hatefulness of boredom, the warmth of fond con- 
geniality, the tension of anxiety are graven into that 
impalpable patina. 

Every room is furnished and decorated, dis- 
figured or illumined by the life that has been and is 
being lived within it, and no hasty swirl oi a dust 
cloth or drawing of curtains can silence the essen- 
tial atmosphere created by those lives.

Not for her those trying moments, 
as the entrée is passed, of seeing a guest refuse her piéce de résistance. 
Not for her that painful experience of watching someone “play” with a dish 
she may consider a culinary masterpiece, because that type of food isn’t his 
_ “meat.” Not for her hours spent in the kitchen perfecting an intricate sauce, 
only to have it rejected by her guest of honor. And, equally important, not 
for any guest that embarrassing attempt to swallow something he can’t tolerate, 
just to be polite.

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It’s not the plants, but the design, which makes a garden 
a satisfying picture. Here’s a good plan for a chrysanthemum garden whie 


could be tucked into almost any property s 


ere is a plan which we believe offers 

all of the elements of a good garden— 

a garden which is not just a massing of 
blooms and greenery, but one in which plant- 
ings and colors are so related to each other 
and to the thoughtfully schemed walks, edgings 
and walls, that the whole flows into one 
rhythmic picture, as satisfying in design and 
composition as a fine painting. And each of 
the elements contributes to the drama of the 
high-interest point introduced by the piece 
of statuary in the background. 

This is also a “universal” garden plan, for 
chrysanthemums will flourish from Maine to 
California, from Washington to Texas. It is 
not a pretentious garden; it measures only 16’ 
by 25’. But here, again, it has practical appli- 
cation to almost any size lot. If you have a 
small city lot, enclosed on all sides, it would 
be your entire garden. If you have a lot 100 
by 200 feet or so, it might be located in one 
corner, open to the lawn on the foreground 
side and shielded by shrub masses at each end. 
Or if you have an estate of many acres, it 
could be charming, tucked away in a com- 
pletely enclosed spot, or located in a clearing 
in the woods. And if your garden budget does 
not allow a dramatic high-note quite as im- 
portant as a statue, you can achieve com- 
parable effects with a massing of brilliant 
contrasting color in one spot, an unusually 
fine specimen tree, or a small pool or fountain. 

To be sure, you will need to vary some of 
the background plants to suit your own 
locality and soil conditions. In Florida, for 
example, the cherry laurel or Australian pine 
should well substitute for the Ilex crenata 
hedge. And your locality may offer a different 
selection of chrysanthemums. In colder north- 
ern climates some of the late varieties shown 
here may not open before killing frost. And 
if you live in the South, you may prefer some

pring seems to come earlier when there 

are green growing things in your winter- 

bound house. But why stop at green leaves, 
when you can have flowers, too? Not just shy, 
pretty little blossoms, but great, spectacular 
splashes of bloom, the kind that pack the flor- 
ists’ windows at Easter time—lilies, amaryllis, 
gloxinias. 

You can grow such dazzling, professional-_ 
looking things yourself—at home. Perhaps you 
can even have the thrill of giving these home- 
grown blossoms as Easter gifts. 

Start them now from bulbs. You have a 
pretty nice choice, because the supply of varied 
bulbs has improved a lot since the war ended. 
There are rules to be followed, of course, but 
the procedure isn’t nearly so tricky as the gor- 


geous results might lead you to suspect. 


Start now, and by Easter you can have a 
private flower show of magnificent bloom, 
all grown at home from bulbs. The sub- 
tropical and tropical kinds require no pre- 
cooling. All they need is potting up and rea- 
sonable care in matters of light, temperature, 


water. It’s not hard. Just follow these rules 


It isn’t necessary to go through the outdoor 
pit and cold frame rigmarole or the dark room 
technique. Fortunately most of the late spring- 
blooming bulbs are sub-tropical and tropical 
by nature so that they can withstand warm 
house temperatures without suffering. 

Light is their main requirement, a good big 
sunny window or windows, and the business of 
growing exciting things is yours. And what 
variety! Here are a few of them: Calla lilies, 
white and yellow; amaryllis; tuberous rooted 
begonias; gloxinias; fancy leafed caladiums; 
French Roman hyacinths; Easter lilies, oxalis, 
veltheimia, and lycoris radiata. 

Alphabetically, here’s the story on each of 
these—what varieties to buy, when to plant, 


and how to handle them. 


AMARYLLIS. This is a huge lily flower in the 
most exotic shades of scarlet, crimson, orange, 
deep pink, white-striped pink, and pure white. 
They may be bought in separate colors or mix- 
tures. Big bulbs are best because they often 
send out two and even three stalks. These may 
hold three to four blooms each and in succes- 
sion, so that a six-weeks blooming period may 
be your reward. Low-priced bulbs bloom well, 
but the colors are usually common. The bulbs 
are obtainable from late October until January,

: ave you shied away from growing lilies because you 
think of them as sensitive, fragile beauties that 
can't “take it”? Don’t be fooled. Most of the popular 
varieties are amazingly rugged individuals that are good 
sports about adapting themselves to the vagaries of weather 
and soil, and ask little beyond good drainage for getting 









along well in life. In fact, lilies will outlive by years many 
‘of your other so-called “sturdy” flowering plants. (Remem- 
ber Grandmother’s tiger lilies which she planted as a child 
and which still thrive in her garden? ) 

Lilies are a good investment on other counts besides their 
tolerance and longevity. They bloom over a long period in 
_ the garden; and, in flower arrangements indoors, they out- 


last most bulbous flowers, As a group, lilies offer far more 
than their quota of fragrance, ranging from delicate to 
heavy and, in all but one or two cases, perfectly delightful. 
When we visualize the common (but still nice) combina- 
tion of madonna lilies and delphiniums, we forget how 
adaptable lilies can be. Philippine lilies, planted in front of 
ja wall or evergreen hedge that shelters them from prevailing 
| Lvinds, will open giant bells far above your head and last 
for a period of three weeks or more. The orange, spotted 














uperbum lily will put on a gorgeous summer show toward 
he front of a naturalistic planting of azaleas, the secret 
eing that they share the love of these shrubs for acid 


oil. The surface roots of the azaleas do not tangle with 
the lilies, but serve to mulch them, and their foliage acts 


s a protection, shading the soil in summer and shielding 
he young lily shoots from sun and cutting spring winds. 

Lilies make good border plants, too, if you confine them 
o a special area that can be kept free of commercial fertil- 
zers and manures. Madonna lilies will survive for years at 
he back of a perennial border, especially if you “mark” 
hem by interplantings of some light-foliaged perennial like 
all aster or babybreath. In this way you will get double 
he bloom per given space, too. 

The new lily-grower should start with the most tolerant 
ypes, such as the tiger, madonna, Henry, Hanson, Shuksan, 
nd regal. These are all dry-land lilies from China and 
apan and ask, in brief, for well-drained soil that is acid 
n reaction and contains leafmold but no fresh manures or

Even if you live where weather is rigorous, you can open up your 
house to sun and outdoors with big windows if you use 
today’s marvelous new materials and planning methods. That’s 


what they did in this house—it’s wide open yet weather-tight 


_ e’d like to enjoy sunshine and better light and 


the outdoors inside our new house, but we 







can’t have those big windows in our cold 
climate.” That is the delusion of many home planners. 

But you don’t have to live in the South or in Califor- 
‘nia to build such a gloom-banishing house as the one we 
show here, the home of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Michaels. 
This house solved the problems of high heating costs and 
heat loss through big windows. Built in Highland Park, 
Illinois, near Chicago, where winters can be really rugged, 
| the fuel costs for five years have run about 15 per cent 
| under the figure first estimated. They are less than $300 
| a year, which can be called good for a large seven-room 
house containing 40,040 cubic feet. 

An “open” house like this one must be planned for 
| protection from the north and with big window exposures 
to the south. Then the sun helps heat the house through 
the windows, even in zero weather. Low in the winter sky, 
it pours in during much of the day. Insulating glass, 
| built like a sandwich—two or three layers of glass with 
\air space between, all hermetically sealed—will hold in

SMALL HOUSE 


Can a small house be formal without looking fancy or pre- 


tentious? This one succeeds where few do, because it 


depends on innate grace and dignity, not fussy ornament. 


And it doesn’t sacrifice a good plan to gain a fine front 


hough our day-in, day-out living today is 

no more formal than our Sunday night sup- 

pers or our bridge club lunches, a great 
many of us want houses which look formal. There 
seems to be something about an impressive front 
and a general air of elegance that sends pride of 
possession sky-high. And that’s why the home 
planner must be wary. Though a house can be 
formal and fit the present day, it requires con- 
siderable know-how in design. Particularly for 
a small house. For the essential nature of the 
original formal house (Georgian, Regency, or 
similar style) was its stately size and sweep 
and ornament. And if you try to reproduce it 
verbatim in smaller scale, you may build a 
house which turns out to be a caricature. 


Architect J. E. Dolena did not reproduce the 
clichés of formal style in this house, his own 
home at Beverly Hills, California, but he did re- 
create the simple, dignified spirit of all good 
formal houses. He planned good living arrange- 
ments first. Limiting his house to six rooms, he 
didn’t constrict them into a tight rectangle. He 
pushed out wings at either side. Thus the living 
room, at the right of the entrance hall, gets 
three exposures, and there is generous space for 
study-guest room and service quarters at the 
left. The upstairs is confined to two bedrooms. 
With all rooms well placed, and well lighted by 
big windows, he gave the exterior its gracious 
character, which is formal but neither fussy nor 
forbidding. It is dignified but not pompous.

ust what does an architect do? Is he your diag- 


nostician? Is he only an anesthetist? Or is he, 


the boss doctor who really sees you through 
the pangs of having a new house? What is his 
function? What constitutes services rendered by 
him? How do you get along with the guy when you 
have him? Unlike the doctor or lawyer, the other 
professional men with whom he is always being 
compared, the architect is still a mystery man to 
many home planners. 

But, if home building notions are seething 
through your brain now, you'd better find out about 
architects. What an architect does, and why he does 
what he does should be part of your self-instruction 
as a prospective home builder. For if you are invest- 
ing any important sum in your house, you'll need 
one just as surely as you'd need an interpreter in 
a foreign land. That’s truer today than it’s ever 
been because home building is in what could be 
called (politely) a confused state. 

\ good architect has been described as a “‘prac- 
tical dreamer.” That does not mean that he wears a 
flowing tie, talks aesthetic patter, and has ability 


only to draw pretty pictures. The architect, genus 


1946, is a practical businessman who not only 
brings sound designing ability to his jobs, but expert 
knowledge of construction methods, materials. 
equipment, costs, financing, and building laws, and 
can co-ordinate such information for you. 
Architects differ in their ability, naturally, and

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they differ in their ideas of good house design, 
too. So choose a compatible architect, one whose 
tastes are akin to your own, for heaven’s sake, or, 
like the hasty bridegroom, you may live to regret 
your choice. How do you know whether or not he is 
sympatico and how do you choose him? One way 
to do that is to tour the suburbs of your community, 
look for houses you like, and find out who designed 
them. Also ask your friends about the architects 
who designed their homes. Check back issues of 
home interest magazines, too, for architect-designed 
houses in your town. But don’t seek a house archi- 
tect in architectural firms specializing in office 
building or department store design any more than 
you would consult an eye doctor for a heart ailment. 

When you have some architects’ names to con- 
sider, telephone and ask to consult them. An office 
interview in which you may see pictures of the | 
architect’s work, and be directed to actual houses 
of several of his clients, places you under no obli- 
gation to him. Then get in touch with these clients — 
and find out all you can about the architect and 
his work. But don’t gauge an architectural firm 
only by its size and the number of its clients. The —

Before you do much talking to 


any architect, however, and cer- 
tainly before you make a definite 
choice, you would be wise to learn 
all you can for yourself about the 
designing and planning of houses 
today. Magazines and books on the 
market now can give you a good 
briefing on the whole subject and 
present many new ideas which will 
help you get a truly new house, the 
best one for your money, not one 
obsolete in design when it is built. 
But it is up to you to do all the 
fact finding you can, just as you 
would investigate any other impor- 


tant investment. 


HIS self-education will clarify 

your ideas before you sit down to 
thrash out details with the archi- 
tect. (And don’t expect hours of 
discussion and sketches from any 
architect before you do employ 
him, any more than you would ex- 
pect free medical service.)

Several contractors will now be 
asked to bid for the job of build- 
ing your house on the basis of these 
working drawings and _ specifica- 
tions. Your architect will weigh 
the bids for you and give you his 
judgment of contractors and cost 
estimates submitted. If total costs 
are too high (as they may be in 
these peak days) he can work out 
revisions which will keep the es- 
sentials of your plan but permit 
you to include details at a later 
time. Your architect now becomes 
your agent as well as your house 
designer. He draws up a contract 
between you and your builder-to-be 
which defines the work to be done 
and its cost. From then on he acts 
as your accredited representative 
in supervising construction of the 
house and sees to it that plans and 
specifications are followed. You are 
legally “Boss” to the extent in- 
dicated in your contract with the 
builder, but your architect serves 
as your delegate. So allow him to 
function as he knows how to. As 
an expectant homeowner you will 
probably get skittish as the house 
begins to take shape. So here are 
some precepts to follow: 

1. Make up your mind about de- 
tails, then abide by your choice. 
This applies to your selection of 
lighting fixtures, hardware, bath 
accessories, etc. 

2. Be reasonable about details. 
Painters have no crystal ball to 
enable them to match walls to your 
memory of that color you saw in 
Bermuda.

efore winter sets in, the soil 
bes your plants should be 
blanketed by a mulch layer. Such 
a soil cover of leaves and. other 
plant refuse largely eliminates the 
“wear and tear” on roots which 
rapid changes and extremes of 
temperature and moisture can 
bring about. It also dissipates the 
pounding, soil-packing force of 
rain drops. This all helps to keep 
the soil in a “root-happy” state, be 
it summer or winter. 

Nature uses a mulch cover for 
the soil much as the housewife uses 
slipcovers for furniture. Yet in the 
home grounds it is often the im- 
maculate housekeeper who is in- 
clined to defeat Nature’s purpose 
in this respect. She has a strong 
impulse to pick up and put out of 
sight any stray object which may 
possibly shift its position in a 
slight breeze. 

There is no doubt about the 
source of this habit. Casual experi- 
ence has taught that any clean-up 
job is only temporary, unless such 
more or less movable things as 
leaves are classified as trash and 
so treated. We are quite sure that 
no one wants a leaf-cluttered yard, 
and accept this as one of the prob- 
lems to be solved. We all can use 
winter mulching methods which 
are neat as well as easy. 

The first answer to this need is 
the use of pine needles. A one- or

Usually you can 
safely add a pint jarful of pulver 
ized limestone (not hydrated) to 
each 100 square feet of mulch sur 
face at least once without injury to 
any plant, whether it be acid loving 
or not. If your mulch consists of 
an uncertain mixture, why not buy 
2 soil reaction test kit? They are 
inexpensive. reliable, and easy to 
use. Their chemicals should be re- 
placed at least once a year. 

Next spring, you will naturally 
desire a fairly early appearance 
of activity in your plants. What: 
ever activity there is will occur as 
a result of warmth. Any warmth 
which reaches the soil will be the 
result of sun heat. The sun heat 
will not reach the soil until the 
mulch layer is loosened to help it 
dry out. A wet mulch is of little 
value anyway in Weed

Surface units on electric ranges 
now can be adjusted for five. six, 
or seven degrees of heat, from sim- 
mer to super-hot according to the 
model. In many cases these are 
controlled by a _ multiple-heat 
switch, which not only regulates 
the degree of heat, but assures that 
all of the unit be heated to the 
degree set. The multiple-heat switch 
is especially important if you use 
a pressure cooker, because it will 
control maintenance of constant 
pressure, so that timing will not be 
thrown off, deliver the right speed 
of heat to prevent the escape of 
steam and the danger of food boil- 
ing dry. It will deliver enough 
heat so that temperature will not 
fall, or the food be undercooked 
under the timing used. 

In those electric ranges which 
do not have multiple-heat switches 
some of the heats are produced by 
one or the other of the separate 
coils in the surface unit, which 
might be a disadvantage in using 
utensils with different size bases. 

Surface units on gas ranges are 
controlled by stopcocks, which can 
be turned to give a variety of heats, 
from very low to very high.

demand. It’s wise to order them as 
soon as you can get them, even if 
you don’t intend to plant them at 
once, because they can be held 
without planting for two months or 
more. Early buying will insure your 
having them. 

If quick results are desired, dry 
out the bulbs over the boiler or 
radiator until the bud appears on 
the side of the bulb. Plant in a five- 
inch pot so that about three-fifths 
of the bulb is exposed, covering 
the roots and the base of the bulb 
only. Any soil will do. Better soil 
will mean a better chance for. the 
bulb to bloom the following year. 
Bulb fiber is excellent if you’re an 
apartment-dweller without a back 
yard to dig your soil in. Water the 
bulbs once or twice a week at the 
most and then lightly. They will 
stand temperatures as high as 85 
degrees and as low as 45 degrees. 
The higher temperature naturally 
will flower them sooner. If Easter 
and Mother’s Day bloom are de- 


sired, grow them between 55 and 
70 degrees.

If the plant shows a ten- 
dency to stretch, stake it up at the 
earliest opportunity, but handle 
stem and foliage carefully. 


Caladiums, Faney Leaved. The 
only real requirement of these 
splendid plants is heat and free- 
dom from drafts. A good bulb 
planted in December or January 
will be in full color for Easter, 
and will continue sending up color- 
ful leaves all summer. It is one of 
the few dependable summer house 
plants. 

Pick a pot or container large 
enough to allow at least one inch 
clearance around the perimeter of 
the bulb. Plant so that the eyes 
on top of the bulb are flush with 
the soil level. Use the same soil 
mixture as for the tuberous rooted 
begonias, or plant in bulb fiber. 
Use of the latter eliminates the 
necessity of drainage so that in- 
teresting jardinieres and contain- 
ers can be used. 

Water well and keep moisture 
constant. Place the pot directly 
over a radiator and keep it there 
until shoots are three feet high, 
making sure all the time that there 
is plenty of water in the pot. Then 
they can be removed to another 
warm spot, but don’t give them 
direct sun until they’re full grown. 


Calla Lilies, White. These are 
the showiest plants that can be 
grown from a bulb—and they’re 
easy! They can be planted as late 
as January 15th, if bulbs are avail- 
able. If you want blooms for Easter 
and Mother’s Day, buy your bulbs 
early and keep them in a cool, dry 
place until ready to plant. 

Use a deep six-inch pot for even 
small bulbs; actually seven- or 
eight-inch pots are not too large. 
Any good soil will do and bulb 
fiber is excellent. During ‘their 
growth they appreciate a light ap- 
plication of good house plant food. 
Plant so that the crown of the 
bulb is covered at least a half-inch 
with the sprout sticking up. Don’t 
mind how bent or crooked the 
sprout is, for it will straighten up 
shortly. Many large jumbo bulbs 
are too long for a six- or seven-inch 
pot. The important thing is to 
cover the crown as stated, so if 
the bulb does not fit in the pot 
without the crown being exposed, 
cut off one to two inches from the 
base of the bulb with a sharp 
knife. This will do no harm what- 
soever, but leaving the crown ex-

Water thor- 
oughly; set the pot on the floor in 
a fairly warm room out of the sun- 
light to aid the rooting. As soon 
as a sprout appears, place the plant 
in a bright, warm position with 
lots of sunlight, and keep watered 
thoroughly, never allowing the soil 
to dry out. But take care not to 


wet the soil to the consistency of 





mud because this is likely to rot 
the bulb. 

When the plant is twelve inches 
high, it should be staked. Keep a 
sharp watch out for aphis which 
immediately.

margins on the paper and lap the 
next strip over it, but that is not 
the way the better decorators do, 
and you might as well do a custom 
job while you are about it. 

Now, keeping the paper folded, 
you mount the stepladder, and 
carefully unfolding the top half

Then un- 
fold the bottom half and continue 
down the wall. Be sure to follow 
the plumb-line with the first strip 
so the pattern will be straight.

It 
will dry quickly and the wet streaks 
won’t show a bit. If any paste has 
landed on the woodwork, be sure to 
wash it off right away, too, because 
wallpaper paste may remove the 
strips 
in the same way, bringing the two 


paint. Handle the succeeding 


edges carefully together, and being 
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sure that the pattern matches. 

If you are going to put a border 
around the top, cut it in convenient 
lengths to handle, as the joinings 
will never show way up there. 

Wall fixtures should be un- 
screwed and taken off. When the 
strip of paper is affixed you cut 
out a small hole with your scissors 
in the proper place, and then screw 
the fixture back on again. 

I have used cold-water paint on 
all of my ‘Ceilings, whether they 
were previously papered or plas- 
tered, instead of papering them, 
as it is faster and easier, and also 
I like the effect of the dull paint. 


OU can have fun using just bits 

of wallpaper, too, such as_bor- 
ders around doors and windows, or 
cutting out designs and applying 
them in strategic spots. We did that 
in our downstairs bath room, and 
it is‘one of our favorite decorating 
jobs. The walls we painted in a 
dark cactus green, with the shower 
alcove a shade lighter. We pasted 
a wallpaper border around the top 
of the wall in a geometric design 
of green and dark wine. Then on 
the top half of one wall, and on 
the panels of the full length cup- 
board door, we pasted flower cut- 
outs carefully cut from some floral 
paper left over from our bedroom.

CONTINUED From Pace 174 
own property, and it can be any 
shape that you care to have. 

The most important thing about 
it, and the reason it is a good plan, 
that it 
satisfies the seven basic elements 


and a successful one, is 


which are necessary to make an 
integrated whole of any garden. 

The first of the basic elements is 
form or pattern. Your garden must 
have a shape, whether round, 
square, rectangular, or irregular in 
outline. Its proportions must be 
pleasing to the eye. A row of dog- 
wood trees in a nursery may be a 
magnificent sight when in full 
bloom, and a mass of narcissus in 
the Oregon bulb fields may be 
breath-taking. But they do not 
make a garden because they have 
no form or pattern. 

The second basic element is en- 
closure. A garden must have some 
substantial boundaries—a hedge, a 
wall, a fence, or even a massing of 
shrubs so it will retain its scale. 
Take away the enclosure, and the 
garden at once seems dwarfed and 
insignificant in the midst of the 
wide open spaces. Isolated flower 
beds “floating” around in a flat 


open lawn are proof enough of this. 


HIRD on the list is some form 
fie architecture—some structural 
elements to give substance and to 
emphasize the 


design. Architec- 


‘tural details in the garden on page 


175 are corrugated Transite wall 
and edging. It might be walls of 
other materials—brick, stone, wood, 
or glass. It might be masonry steps, 
a pool, a retaining wall or garden 
structure. A garden which lacks 
any type of architectural detail 
seems to lack punch, for plant ma- 
terials alone haven’t quite enough 
shape to give full emphasis to the 


design. They become soft and 
spineless, 
A point of interest—a focal 


soint—is the fourth on the list. 
ie the climax of a play or the 
crescendo at the end of 4 sym- 
phony, there should be one out- 
standing feature which catches the 
eye.

you know which seem miles away 
and too remote to bother walking 
over to see. You all know the case 
of the radio which is across the 
room from your favorite chair in- 
stead of at your elbow. To be en- 
joyed, a garden must be accessible. 
This does not mean that it must be 
right at your back door, but its 
approach must be pleasant, it must 
be related to the areas where you 
live out of doors, and if it is at a 
distance, the path must be inter- 
esting enough to invite you in. 

Not least of the requirements is 
the sixth—a place from which to 
enjoy the results of your labors. A 
garden is not like a picture hang- 
ing on a museum wall, viewed from 
a “standing” vantage point. To get 
full pleasure from your garden you 
must be able to live in it. It should 
offer a comfortable place to sit and 
read, for pleasant conversations, or 
a place for relaxation and just do- 
but the 
changing shadows and pattern of 


ing nothing watching 


the leaves. 


ND last, but not least, come the 

plants themselves. They are the 
medium with which you paint your 
picture and interpret your ideas. 
There must, of necessity, be cer- 
tain background plants. They 
should not in themselves be too 
conspicuous, for their job is to en- 
hance the “featured” plants. They 
should be simple and for the most 
part similar and a pleasing con- 
trast in the tone of green and tex- 
ture with the rest of the garden. 
The feature plants, of course, com- 
mand the most attention and are 
the most important. You may limit 
yourself to one flower such as 
chrysanthemums, or you may want 
a combination of several. Beware 
though of the temptation of trying 
everything in the catalog or you 
will end up with a garden like 
Grandma’s patchwork quilt. If one 
plant only is used, the pattern and 
interest is created by combinations 
of various colors, types, and sizes 
of plants. If several flowers are 
used, the design will be interpreted 
by contrasting flower forms and 
shapes and tones of the foliage. 
Remember, when deciding on quan- 
tities of flowers, that masses are 
what count. You look at gardens 
from a distance, and one small 
flower, which may be lovely on 
your bedside table, will hardly 
show at all outdoors. So order 
them by the dozen and plant in 
clumps to make them count. 

And as a last word of caution 
(we hardly need to add this, it has 
been said so often), keep it simple,
